The Senator Says the Treaty

Two-thirds Majority May not Be 
Possible in the Senate, but a 
Majority May Be Had in the Two 
Houses—“Col.’’? Robinson. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Hawaiian annexation 
treaty now pending in the Senate of 
the United States will be defeated. This, 
at least, is what Senator White says, 
and he.ought to know. Senator White 
has been in Washington only four days, 
but in that time he counted, noses 
among the Senators, and says emphati- 
cally that the treaty cannot pass. 

“T don’t know that we will be able to 
defeat annexation, but certain it is 


that Hawaii will not be brought in by | 


treaty. If the islands ever become part 
and parcel of the. territory of the 
United States, they must come in by 
an act of Congress, never by treaty an- 
nexation. I’m opposed to annexation, 
as I always have been, and shall fight 
it until the last minute. We have no 
more use for Hawaii with her 25,000 
coolies than for San Domingo.” 

Col. Richardson of Honolulu, one of a 
committee of five Hawaiians who came 
to Washington to protest against an- 
nexation, called at the White House to- 
day to present a petition from native 
Hawaiians against annexation. |

JOINT RESOLUTION. 


How the Friends of Annexation Ex- 
pect to Carry It. 
TASSOCIA'TED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—It is stated 
by those in a position to know that the 
reason the Hawaiian treaty is not 
pushed in the Senate is because friends 
of the measure have grave doubts as 
to their ability to secure the necessary 
two-thirds vote to pass it. 

The impression prevails that !t may 
be necessary to pass a joint resolution 
to annex the islands. It has been found 
that a number of Senators who were 
accounted for the treaty are now 
against it. 

TREATY MUST WAIT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Senator Da- 
vis, chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, says he is not ready to pro- 
ceed with the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty, and cannot now fix a time at 
which it will be taken up, though he 
thinks it will be before the holidays. 

INFORMAL CANVASS. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says: 

“If a yote could be taken today, the 
proposition to annex the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands would undoubtedly fail to secure 
the necessary two-thirds majority. 
This is the result of an informal can- 


-vass of the Senate made since the 


opening by Senators who are more or 
less favorable to the project. They say 
that thus far not over half a dozen of 
the Democrats have announced them- 
selves as being openly in favor of the 
treaty. There are about ten of the 
Same party who are admittedly on the 
fence. At the present time they would 
vote against the treaty, in all proba- 
bility, but are expected to be won over 
in the course of the debate. The re- 
mainder of the Democrats, numbering 
eighteen or so, are apparently hostile 
to the annexation for various reasons. 

“The full membership of the Senate 
is ninety. It therefore requires “sixty 
votes to pass the treaty as a treaty and 
without resorting to the subterfuge of 
a joint resolution. Thirty-one Sena- 
tors can defeat the treaty entirely, and 


a much smaller number, if sufficiently | 


belligerent, can prevent action for a 
long enough time. The opponents of 
annexation say that at the present 
time they can count on twenty-five 
Democratic Senators, seven Repub- 
licans and three Independents, making 
a total of thirty-five, or more than 
enough to defeat the treaty. 

“There are many Senators who be- 
lieve that by withholding their votes 
on Hawaii they may be able to force 


the President and his advisors to do 


something for Cuba.”

The public mind continues agi- 
tated, and all the regulars and the 
National Guard are in readiness. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock the President 
issued a proclamation to the people of 
Hayti, saying that for the second time 
Hayti had yielded to German force, 
contrary to its rights.

Fall River Manufacturers of Print

wages of operatives. The cut will not 
be less than 10 per cent., and will af- 
fect about twenty-five thousand em- 
ployés. The cause of the reduction is 
the depressed condition of the cotton 
market, which does not enable print 
,cloth, it is asserted, to be manufac- 
tured for the price now prevailing, 
which is the lowest on record.

BOY 


Edward F. Leydon Now 
Fills a Cell. 


Loses Much of His Employer's 
Money in Wheat. 


Then Plays the Races to Square 
Himself. 


Started in With a “Shoestring” on 
Fonsavanah—But Went Out With 
Right Hundred Dollars on 
Double Quick—He Confesses. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In vain effort to re- 
coup his wheat-pit losses, Edward F. 
Leydon, aged 23 years, earned a brief | 
reputation as a plunger in the betting 
ring at Ingleside and was within $800 
of having won enough money to re- 
place the thousands stolen from his 
employer, when, in rapid succession, 
the horses he backed lost, and _ the 
heavy hand of the law was laid upon 
him. 

Sunday’s newspapers contained ac- 
counts of the appearance of a new fig- 
ure in the ring at Ingleside—a boy who 
plunged with the sang froid of a Riley 
Grannan, and who, starting with a 
“shoestring,” wound up the day, Sat- 
urday, With winnings of several thou- 
sands to his credit. According to the 
story told by Leydon’s employer, the 
young man had $3000 to begin his op- 
erations Saturday—money that had 
been intrusted to him for deposit on 
that day. According to the lad’s own 
story he won $2000 Saturday, but that 
sum was insufficient to balance his ac- 
counts with N. K. Masten, financial 
agent for’the Southern Pacific and 
president of the Maricopa and Phoenix 
Railway. 

Leydon entered Masten’s employ as 
office-boy when 13 years of age, and 
had graduated through various stages 
of advancement to a position of trust. 
At prison tonight he said: “It is the 
same old story of a man occupying a 
position of trust, using his employer's 
funds with which to gamble. I have 
indulged in all forms of gambling, but 
began in the wheat-pit, and would have 
been ahead but for the failure of 
Wheelock & Co., my brokers, who 
owed me $1200 when they failed. T 
got behind $400 in the September 
wheat deals, and this deficit gradua!ly 
increased until I was carrying an over- 
draft of $3800. I now owe my employer 
$2000, and I do not regret my imprison- 
ment half so much as that the losses 
must fall upon my employer. 

“T went to the track on Saturday, 
determined to do or die. It is a mis- 
take to say I had $3000 on deposit | 
Saturday. The amount of my shortage 
on that day was $3800, including the 
amount of an overdraft of $3099 that I 
had been carrying for some time. At,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—SENATE.—~ 
In his invocation at the opening of 
the Senate today, Rev. W. H. Ml- 
burn, the chaplain, delivered a brief 
but touching eulegy of the late Sena- 
tor George of Mississippi. 

Mr. Davis of Minnesota  reporicd 
froni the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations a bill prohibiting the killing of 
fur seals in the North Pacific Ocean. 
He asked immediate consideration of 
the bill, but Mr. Hale of Maine obe 
jected, on the ground of the importaace 
of the measure, and asked that the 
bill be printed. 

Mr. Allen «f Nebraska presented a 
resolution declaring this to be the sense 
of the Senate, that Congress should, 
with all due and convenient speed, ac- 
knowledge by appropriate act the polite 
ical independence of Cuba. 

Mr. Allen said that he had long 
urged that the United States should 
recognize, the independence of the Cue 
ban insurgents. He would not be cone 
tent with the recognition of belliger- 
ency, but would insist upon the ace 
knowledgment of absolut political libe 
erty. He was satisfied that the people 
would not be content with the course 
advised by the administration. Inas- 
much as the Cubans for more than two 
years on many battlefields had demon- 
strated their valor and love for liberty, 
he felt that they had earned a recog- 
nition of their political liberty, and 
that it ought to be accorded to them 
without further temporizing. 

If necessary, this recognition should 


' be backed by a fleet of American ves- 


sels in Cuban waters. He expressed a

BANKING AND CURRENCY, 


First Mecting of the Committec—Sec- 
retary Gage's

WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—The House 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
which has the shaping of a considera- 
ble portion of the financial legislation 
before the House, held its first meeting 
this morning and outlined its general 
plan of action. In view of Secretary 
Gage's recommendation of a compre- 
hensive revision of currency” and 
banking affairs, a resolution was 
adopted inviting the Secretary to em- 
body his views in a bill. The commit- 
tee was informed that the Secretary 
Was now at work on a measure, and 
that it would be available for the com- 
mittee in about a week. 

Mr. Hill of Coennecticut then precip- 
itated a sharp debate by moving that 
the committee move at once by report- 
ing to the House a bill embodying three 
financial features which had the Presi- 
dent's approval. These were embodied 
in a bill heretofore offered by Mr. Bro- 
sius of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Hill now 
proposed that the first three sections 


be placed before the House immedi- 
ately. The three sections provided: 
Bank circulation up to the par value 
of bonds deposited; reduction of the 
tax on circuletion to one-fourth of 1 


cent.: the establishment. of small 

anks in rural communities. 

Mr. Hill said the committee would 
do well not to go through the tedious 
process of considering and dividing 
these three propositions, which = ap- 
peared to meet with general acceptance 
and had received exeeutive approval.

SENATOR GEAR’S BILL, 


To Open a Way to Settle the Kan- 
sans Pacifie Debt. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&. — Senator 
Gear today introduced a bill authoriz- 


é ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
: enter a bid for the United States on 
bond-aided railroads, and to close off 


: liens. The provision is as follows: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury shall, 
under the direction of the President, re+ 
deem, or otherwise clear up such pafa 
mount lien or mortgage, or other in- 
cumbrance, by paying the sums law- 
fully due in respect ‘thereof, out of the 
treasury; or may bid and purchase, in 
the name and for the United States. 
the property affected by, or subject to, 
such paramount lien, at any sale 
thereof, made under any order of the 
court, or any judgment or decree of 
foreclosure of such lien or interest of 
the United States.” 

The bill is understood to have been 
framed by the Attorney-General. and it 
is intended to open the way to the set- 
tlement of the Kansas Pacific debt. 


VITAL QUESTIONS, 


Submitted to Congressmen for Their 
Opinions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Dec. §.—A special! to 
the Journal and Advertiser from 
Washington says that a reporter hav- 
\ ing made a poll of Congress on the 
most vital questions likely to come be- 
fore that body at this session, below 
x is given the exact question submitted 
4 to the members: 
“" “Do you favor the retirement of 
backs?” 
The surprise in the vofe upon this 
roposition was in the fact that such 
epublicans as Belknap, Dolliver, 
Odell, Henderson, Mesick, Bruce and 
Hopkins were found in opposition. Not 
a single Populist, of course; favored 
the propositian, while Brenner of Ohio 
and Kitchen were the only Democrat 
in its favor. . 
The following propositions were sub- 
piitted to the Senate: 
“Can any radical. financial legisla- 


tion, involving the retirement of the 
greenbacks, the limitation of the legal- 
tender quality of silver, or the issu- 
ing of gold bonds for the retirement of 
greenbaeks pass the Senate?” 

There was practically a unanimous 
sentiment that nothing can be done, 


On this poll there was not an affirma- 
tive vote. The negatives were largely 
in the majority, and the doubt ex- 


pressed by certain Senators virtually 
meant a negative. 

To the Senate on the matter of an- 
nexation, t@#s proposition was sub- 
mitted: 

“Do you favor the annexation of 
Hawaii?” 

Not a single. straight 
was found in opposition, but Cannon 
and Pettigrew, the silver Senators, 
voted in favor of it. All the leaders 
of the Democratic party were opposed, 
with the exceptions of Morgan, Pettus, 
tawlins and Turple. 

The exact form of the vote taken 
upon the question of arbitration Was 
this: 

“Do you favor the adoption of a gen- 
eral arbitration treaty with Great Brit- 
ain?” 

Among the Republicans found in the 
negative were Elkins, Fry and Baker. 
going with Cockrell, Mills, Morgan and 
Murphy, among the leaders of the 
Democrats. The greater lights in the 
Republican party who leaned toward 
an affirmative view were Allison, For- 
aker, Hale, Hanna, Hawley, Morrill 
and Hoar, but many of the Senators 
who wished to be recorded in the af- 
firmative qualified thetr declarations 
by conditions and estimates as to @X- 
actly what such a treaty should com- 
prise, and what its exact conditions 
might be. 

Upon the Cuban question, these two 
propositions were submitted to the 
members of the House: 

“Do you favor the joint resolution 
passed by the Senate at the extra ses- 
sion declaring that a state of war ex- 
ists in Cuba? 

“Do you favor a resolution acknowl- 
edging the independence of Cuba?” 

The first proposition seemed to meet 
with the views of the greater portion 
of the known friends of the insurgents, 
although the Republicans were far be- 
hind the Democrats in numbers. 
Among those on the Republican roll 
who voted for the proposition were 
Belknap, Boutelle, Danford, Davenport, 


‘Dorr, Grow, Henry of Indiana, Rob- 


bins, Stevens and Overstreet. All the 
Democratic leaders favored it. Such 
men as Bailey, Benton, Bland, Ermen- 
trout and Taylor of Alabama being 
found among the positive friends of 
belligerency for the gallant patriots of 
Spain’s beleagured colony- 

Friends of Cuba appeared to be a 
hit shy of the bold suggestion of 
Cuban independence, probably for the 
reason that the first proposition hav- 
ing passed the Senate, affords the 
means of more direction, and through 
the fear that the Congressional recog- 
nition of Cuban independence might 
lead to complications with Spain which 
the other move would avoid. 


IMPORTANT COMMITTEES. 


Foreign Affairs and River and Har- 
bor Bill in Futuro. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTN, Dec. 8.—The House 
Committe on Foreign Affairs will hold 
its first meeting Thursday, when Chair- 
man Hitt will name the sub-commit- 
tees, which will consider the several 
questions of Cuba, Hawaii, etc. 

The River and Harbor Committee will 
meet the early part of next week. Al- 
ready strong pressure is being brought 
to bear for the preparation of a river 
bill. The indications are that it will 
result in the reporting of such a bill, 


notwithstanding efforts toward §re- 
trenchment. 


PELAGIC SEALING, 


Favorable Report on the State and 
Treasury Departments’ Bill. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—The Senate 

Committee on Foreign Reajations today 

authorized a favorable report upon a 

bill prohibiting pelagic sealing by the 


United States. The bill is the joint pro- 


duction of the State and Treasury de- 
partments, and its passage is asked 
upon the ground that with such a law 
upon the statute books, the administra- 
tion will be in bétter position than at 
present to ask that other governments 
prohibit pelagic sealing. 
The bill received affirmative votes of 
all the Senators present, but its provi- 
sions were discussed at considerable 
length. 
The bill was reported to the Sen- 
ate later in the day. The first seotion 
of it is as follows: 
“That no citizen ofthe United States, 
and no person owing duty and obedi- 
ence to the laws and treaties of the 
United States; nor any person belong- 
ing to or on board a vessel of the 
United States, shall kill, capture or 
hunt at any time or in any manner 
Whatever any fur seal in the waters of 
the Pacific Ocean north of the 35th 
degree of north latitude and including 
Bering Sea and the Sea of Oktotsk.”’ 
The bill also prohibits any citizen of 
the United States from equipping, us- 


jing or employing or furnishing sup- 


plies to any vessel engaged in killing 
or hunting fur seals, and declares that 
no United States vessel shall be em- 
ployed in this work. The penalty for 
violating the proposed law is imprison- 
ment for not more than six months, 
or a fine of not less than $200 or more 
than $2000 or both; and the forfeiture 
of vessels so engaged. 

The fourth section of the bill is as 
follows: 

“If any vessel of the United States 
shall be found within the waters to 
which this act applies, having on 
board fur seal skins or bodies of seals, 
or apparatus or implements suitable 
for killing or taking seals, it shall be 
presumed that such vessels were kill- 
ing seals. The United States courts in 
Alaska, California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington are given jurisdiction over cages 
arising under the act.” 

It is especially provided that the act 
is not to interfere with the privileges 
of Coast. Indians, nor with the taking 
of seals on the Pribyloff Islands. 

Officers of the navy and the revenue- 
cutter service are empowered to 
search suspected vessels. The importa- 
tion of seal skins by any person, taken 
contrary to this law, is prohibited, and 
all such skins so imported are to be 
seized and destroyed. Representative 
Hitt of Illinois, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs of the House, 
introduced a similar bill in the House. 

This measure supplements the diplo- 
matic negotiations which have been go- 
ing on for some time between the 
United States, Great Britain, Russia 
and Japan. Throughout the negotia- 
tions with representatives of Great 
Britain an effort was being made to 
have British citizens stop pelagic seal- 
ing, while at the same time the United 
States permitted its own citizens to 
earry on this’ practice. When the 
American commissioners urged that 
pelagic sealing was contrary to the dic- 
tates of humanity, théy were invar- 
iably met with the answer that this in- 
humanity was sanctioned by the laws 
of the United States. 

The! State Department desires to 
overcome this objection. The law as it 
stands permits citizens of the United 
States to take seals outside of the 
three-mile limit surrounding the Priby- 
loff Islands. This was never intended, 
but has come about through a Supreme 
Court decision respecting the Paris 
awards. The law reads that citizens of 
the United States shall not take séals 
in the waters of ‘“Alaska."" It was sup- 
posed that this was a universal prohibi- 
tion to our citizens. But the Paris 
court of arbitration held that the 
United States held no property on the 
seals outside of the three-mile limit of 
the Pribyloff Islands. In construing 


the United States held no property out- 


side of the three-mile limit, the law 
prohibiting the destruction of seals “in 
the waters of Alaska’’.did not apply to 
pelagic sealing on the high seas. 

In consequence poaching by Ameri- 
can vessels was in effect legalized, and 
quite a number of American vessels 
have been sealing in Bering Sea, al- 
though the government has been seek- 
ing to show that this sealing was un- 
justifiable. It is expected also that this 
step by the United States will have a 
salutary effect on the negotiations now 
in progress between Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States. Mr. Hill 
Will call the bill up tomorrow, and the 
Purpose is to have it reported and 
passed with the least delay possible. 


INVALID PENSIONS, 


Duxom Young Widows are not En- 
titled to, Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The House 
Committee on Invalid Pensions met to- 
day and took action that is intendéd to 
eorrect the alleged rapidly-growing 
abuse of young women marrying old 
soldiers for the purpose of becoming 
their widows and drawing a pension 
from the government. This subject has 
been much discussed in view of a com- 
paratively large number of widow 
Claimants on account of the revolu- 
tionary war of 1812 anti Mexican war 
service of husbands. 

The committee authorized Chairman 
Ray to obtain from the Committee on 
Rules an order or rule permitting an 
amendment to the Pension Appropria- 
tion Bill providing that no pension shall 
hereafter be granted to the widow of 
a soldier or other person who is mar- 
ried to such soldier or person after 
the passage of this act, excepting, how- 
ever, all soldiers, sailors, officers, etc., 
now in or who may hereafter enter the 
military or naval service of the United 
States. 


TESTS OF MEAT. 


No Appropriation from Which to 
Pay for Them. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—‘‘Inquiry at 
the Department of Agriculture,” said 
Congressman White of Chicago, “show 
there is no appropriation from which 
to pay for microscopic teets of meat in- 
tended for the export trade. Neither 
will the department permit inspectors 


‘to be paid by private parties who have 


immense interests at stake. My atten- 
tion was drawn to this matter by a firm 
whose place of businese is located in 
my district, the contention being that 
they are suffering heavy loss through 
inability to have these tests made more 
promptly. There is a disposition mani- 
fested by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to help us out in this trouble as far ag 
possible, but the remedy lies with Con- 
gress. 

“It was suggested that those who 
have interests involved should.take the 
initiative and urge upon their represen- 
tatives the necessity for making apovro- 
priation to condttct these tests, and thua 
facilitate the export of meat products 
of this country. Such a course would 
entail an expenditure of nearly $30,000.” 

SENATOR M’LAURIN. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Senator Mc- 
Laurin of South Carolina is confined to 
his bed with an attack of typhoid fever. 
He is in care of Dr. Wellington, as- 
sisted by ‘a trained nurse. No appre- 
hension is felt, as the attack is not vio- 
lent and the Senator has a rugged con- 
stitution. 

CIVIL-SERVICE CHANGE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—A paper 
was circulated in the House today with 
a view to bringing about a conference 
of those members favoring a change in 
the present civil-service system. The 
paper was handled by Representative 
Pearson of North Carolina and received 
numerous signatures.

LORD REVELSTOKE’S OPINION,

Revelstoke, head of the banking firm 
of Baring Bros., was asked today for 
his opinion on the effect of President 
McKinley’s message.

“Yes,” replied Lord Revelstoke, “it is 
certainly a relief to find nothing ag- 
gressive in the message. I anticipate 
that business with the United States 
will be very brisk, after thé new year. 
They are having prosperous times over 
there, and confidence is being gradually 
restored.” 

Mr. Gordon, who succeeded the late 
Walter Burns in the direction of the 
London branch of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
said: “Several stock exchange men 
who have been in here this morning tell 
me there is general disappointment at 
the wishy-washy color of the Presi- 
dent’s currency paragraph and Ameri- 
can stocks are weaker in sympathy 
with that feeling.”

Hot Rivalry Between Riders at 
Madison Square Garden, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—When the 
third day of. the six-days’ bicycle race 
opened in Madison Square Garden, just 
half the number of original starters 
were contesting the honors. Of the 
dozen and a half who are straining 
every nerve, it is probable that no more 

than twelve will finish out the race. 
Miller has a splendid lead. He was 
riding this morning and covered about 
Rivierre, : 
who was fifty miles behind, and the 
five men who were close upon Ri- 
vierre’s heels, were in first-class shape.

There were two spills during the 
night and early morning. Miller’s 
wheel sipped from under him as he 
was about to dismount and he fell 
down the incline, but. unhurt.

When picked 
up he was fast asleep. The colored 
man, Gray, would have quit during the 
night, had it not been for his trainers.

The next man to Miller at the pres- 
ent time is Rice, and he is something 
more than fifty miles behind, but he is 
strong and seems to have the determi- 
nation that carried him almost to the 
front of the .big race of last year. 

Last year’s champion, Teddy Hale, 
whose great ride then promises to be 
outdone this year, is now making up 
ground. He is almost 175 miles’ behind 
the leader, but nevertheless. he has 
crept up from tenth place, which he 
held last night, to eighth place, and is 
certain to go much higher before the 
end is reached. 

After sixty hours of what seemed to 
Americans to be the fiercest kind of 
rivalry, Stephane has given into Ri- 
vierre, and the latter has put more 
than a hundred miles between himself 
and his fellow-countryman. Indeed, Ri- 
vierre holds a dangerous place.in the 
front ranks.

DURRANT'S ENDING, 


SUPREME COURT RULING TO 
HELP IT ALONG. 


Judgment ‘of Judge Bahrs in Re- 
manding the Prisoner to San 
Quentin Reaffirmed. 


HE MUST BE RESENTENCED. 


SUPERIOR COURT MAY DO THE RE- 
SENTENCING TODAY. 


Gov. Sadler Denounces the Lynch- 
ing in Nevada—Domestic Asphyx- 


jated—Fortune for a Clock- 


“ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—Late this 
afternoon the Supreme Court disposed 
of the last hope of W. H. T. Durrant, 
the murderer of Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie Williams, by disposing in a 
summary manner of his two appeals. 
In a written opinion from the pen of 
Chief Justice Beatty, which is con- 
curred in by all but one of his col- 
leagues, the court affirms the judgment 
of Judge Bahrs in remanding the 
prisoner to San Quentin until the date 
set for his execution, but reverses that 
resentencing Durrant to be hanged on 
November 11, and remands the case 
to the Superior Court with instructions 
to proceed according to law. 
As the remititur was ordered issued 
forthwith and the court holds that 
execution can only be stayed, now by 
the issuance of a certificate of prob- 
able cause, it only remains to resen- 
tence the condemned murderer, which 
will probably be done tomorrow. 
Justice Garoutte alone dissented 
from this opinion, maintaining that 
Durrant’s appeals should have been 
dismissed, as the time required by law 
or their perfection had been allowed 
lapse. :

TEMPESTUOUS PASSAGE. 


British Steamer Alcoa Arrives in 
Port—The Pelican.

PORT TOWNSEND Dec. 8.—[Ex- 
Clusive Dispatch.] The British steamer 
Alcoa, for whose safety fears have been 
entertained, arrived from Moji tonight, 
eight days overdue. Capt. Frazer had 
a most tempestuous voyage. A succes- 
sion of storms was encountered, and 
the gales were so furious at times that 


huge steamer of 4897 tons register, cap- 
able of carrying 12,000 tons dead 
weight, was buffeted. about in the 
trough of the sea like a cork.

“This could not have been the Peli- 
can, now forty days overdue with a 
cargo of railroad ties from the Sound 
for Tensin. She could not be in that 
position very well at the time,” said 
Capt. Frazer. 

This statement is agreed to by sea 
captains, who assert that the Pelican is 
still safe. They advance the theory 
that she has broken down and is adrift 
out of her course, ‘but will be picked up 
and towed to some port. They claim 
that the vessel because of her cargo 
cannot very well sink. Others do, not 
join in encouraging the opinion. 


SAN DIEGO SNUBBED. 
Will not Get the Marion for a Prac- 
tice Ship. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—Lieut. 
Hughes of the Hydrographic Office of 
this city, who was appointed by the 
government to act as instructor for the 
Naval Reserve, reports that the 
United States steamship Marion will 
not be sent to San Diego to serve as 
&@ practice ship for the Naval Re- 
serve Battalion of that city, but will 
remain at San Francisco. The U.S.S. 
Pinta, a smaller, but fully as service- 
able vessel, will probably be com- 
missioned to proceed south and take 
up quarters at San Diego Bay. 

One of the most important reasons 
for keeping the Marion at San Fran- 
cisco is that ships of her class have 
to undergo’ at stated intervals a gen- 
eral overhauling. The ship has to be 
docked, ‘and if she were stationed at 
San Diego the constant expense of 
sending her between ports would 
amount to a great deal in a year of 
time. San Diego has an excellent 
marine bay, capable of accommodating 
the Pinta, and it is generally conceded 
among reserve men that she is far the 
better ship for the southern division. 

It is possible that the Marion will 
be kept at the dock at San Francisco 
and in such a condition that she will 
be ready at a moment’s notice to go 
on a short cruise. The State naval 
militia will probably order an electric 
plant put in the ship, and many im- 
provements to the hull. Gen. Bar- 
rett and Lieut. Hughes will go to the 
island tomorrow for the purpose of 
inspecting both the Marion and _ the 
Pinta, and will report as to what is 
needed for the vessels. 

The Pinta is in excellent condition. 
She is a very comfortable little ves- 
sel, and a few repairs will render her 
a splendid craft for training purposes. 
She will be fitted with rapid-fire guns, 
and many of the modern appliances 
of war. She will be given her full 
complement of. boats and a steam 
launch.

WILD DEPUTY SHERIFF. 


AL GRAHAM, DRUNK, RAISES A 
DISTURBANCE, 


He Loses His Pistol and Tries to 
Serve Subpoenas at 1:30 O'clock 
in the Morning—Tried to Kick 
in the Doors and Was HRestrained 
by the Police. 


A drunken deputy sheriff succeeded 
in making life miserable for people 
living in the vicinity of Broadway 
and Fourth street, last night. After 
attempting to kick in doors of several 
rooms im the Blakesley rooming-house 
at No. 525 South Broadway, he was 
finally subdued by two policemen, who 
led him away and turned him loose. 

The deputy sheriff, who imagined 
himself not only imune from prosecu- 
tion, but licensed to create a_ dis- 
turbance while drunk, is Al Graham, a 
deputy under Sheriff Burr. Last night 
he visited the East Side to serve a 
subpoena, and while in that portion 
of the town contracted a jag for the 
ownership of which he would probably 
have placed another under arrest. 

About 1:30 o'clock this morning, he 
appeared at the Blakesly rooming- 
house and demanded to see H. J. 
Hughes. He explained that he had a 
subpoena for Hughes, commanding him 
to appear before the grand jury at 10 
o’clock today as a witness in the in- 
vestigation of McIntyre, the juror in 
the Compton case, who is alleged to 
have received $100 as a bribe. Graham 
then visited the rooms one at a time, 
and proceeded to kick in the doors 
entrance. 

The landlord expostulated, but Gra- 
ham only became belligerent and was 
backed up by the janitor of the Silver 
Republican Club of this city, who ac- 
companied Graham. After Graham had 
created a disturbance which aroused 
the neighborhood, a telephone message 
was sent to the Police Station and Of- 
ficer Robbins started for the scene on 
his wheel. He met Officer Spencer, on 
whose beat the trouble occurred, and 
the two placed Graham under restraint. 

When the officers arrived Graham 
had a new grievance. He had just dis- 
covered that he had lost his pistol, and 
was accusing every one within range 
of having stolen it. After consider- 
able parley, Graham was induced to 
leave the house with the officers, who 
did not, however, place him under ar- 
rest, as no one was found who was 
willing to swear to a complaint. At 
Second street and Broadway Graham 
promised to go straight to Whittier, 
where, he explained, he had more sub- 
poenas to serve, and the wfficers per- 
mitted him to go.

EAGLE MOUNTAIN, Dec. 7.—{Regular 
Correspondence.}| In and around Placer 
Cafion several claims are being developed 
with good results. In this part of the dis- 
trict the veins are wide and in most in- 
Stances can be traced on the surface for 
great distances. The general character of 
the ore is a hematite. Some is oxidized 
and free-milling, as well as showing a good 
per cent. in copper, but not enough work 
has yet been done on any of the veins to 
thoroughly demonstrate the extent of the 
ore bodies. 

Many large magnetic and hematite iron 
ledges cross this caflon, and it is the sup- 
position among old miners, as well as the 
opinion of experts, that the placer gold 
taken from the caflon came from these iron 
ledges.

| abode of understanding? 


[Delivered by Dr. Frank Crane, preceding 
the usual Sunday evening sermon at Trinity 
Church, Chicago, Sunday, December 5.) 


The recent Thanksgiving sermon of 
Mr. Ingersoll was an arraignment of 
the church for always standing in the 


way of progress. A skeptical friend 
requests me to answer this and assures 
me that the allegation is too serious 
to be met with a “pooh-pooh!"” “What 
has the church done?’ asked the noted 
unbeliever, and proceeded to show that 
it has invariably opposed progrcss, 
while the scientist has worked for it. 


This idea, as well as the gencral 
trend of argument in Prof. White's 
“History of the Warfare of Science 
with Theology,” which my friend 
quoted as substantiating Ingersoll, 
rests upon a misreading of the facts of 
history. It is constantly reiterated 
that science has driven the religion 
of the Bilje step by step backward, 
capturing 8 successive outposts by 
the resistless march of intellect. Now, 
this notion rests on two misconcep- 
tions; first, that the varioys theologi- 
cal theories were any part of the Bible's 
revelation, and second, that progress 
during recent years has been made only 
by scientific men and in scientific di- 
rections. 


Let us take the former of these mis- 
takes. Free inquiry, we not only ad- 
mit but boast, has indeed lopped off 
many grotesque interpretations of the 
Bible. It has shown, for instance, the 
fallacy of the old forms of thought 
concerning heaven and hell, but it has 
only put a more rational form in their 
places. The thought remains, Biblical 
interpretation, not the Bible, has been 
revolutionized. Puerile and fantastic su- 
perstitiong have been shorn away, 
crude theologies have been shown to 
be inadequate, flerce creeds have been 
laid aside. But we must ever keep jin 
mind that it is not the contents of the 
Bible, but men’s notions about the 
Bible, born in the pride of a knowledge 
that was bigoted and intolerant in pro- 
portion as it was untrue, that have 
been upset. Just as the book of na- 
ture is the same today—her field of 
flowers and her field of stars, her forces 
and her laws—is the same today as it 


was in an age when science totally 


misconstrued it, so the book of Reve- 
lation is now the same as when men 
read into it their own silly fancies. 


Instead of upsetting the Bible sci- 


-ence has been its most helpful com- 


mentator. Hugh Miller, distinguished 
alike for literary and scientific attain- 
ments, declares that many scientific 
proofs of the Bible’s accuracy, “have 
been so deeply imbedded in the sacred 
text’”’ that the world could not see 
them: until advancing science revealed 
them. ‘“‘And it is only in the brighter 
light of increasing scientific knowl- 
edge,”’ he continues, “that these grand 
old oracles of the Bible, so apparently 
simple, but so marvelously pregnant 
with méaning, stand forth at once 
cleared of all erronéous human glosses, 
and vindicated as the inspired testi- 
monies of Jehovah.” 


Having seen the untruth of the first 
misconception, let us turn to the sec- 
ond, which is, that the great progress 
of this age has been made solely by 
science. It is constantly forgotten, I 
will not say suppressed, that while te 
awakening powers of the human spirit 
were bowling over the distorted im- 
ages of a medieval theology, they were 
at the same time demolishing nearly 
the whole fabric of pre-Baconian sci- 
ence. If we will read history in a spirit 
of catholicity, we cannot help but see 
that the advance of intelligence, when 
once it was given free play by our era 
of free institutions has had the effect 
of clearing up all our ideas, scientific 
as well as religious. The _ scientific 
world was as full of errors as was the 
religious. Alchemy and_ astrology, 
Hermes Trismegistus and the “school- 
men which did feign eccentrics and epi- 
cycles and such engines of orbs,’ have 
been swept out by the bosom of exact 
information. Arithmancy, necromancy, 
chiromancy, pedomancy and the other 


manceies have gone to join. the 
fancies. Modern medicine abol- 
ished the methods of the old 
leech with his cup, amulets and 


sigils. In short, all the sciences of the 
nineteenth century are erected on the 
abandoned ruins of once thriving and 
undisputed vagaries. 


Religion is not indebted to science 
for clearing the atmosphere, as Mr. 
Fiske mistakes; but both are equally 
indebted to the sane spirit and com- 
mon sense of the age. It could easily 
be shown that religious reformers 
have had quite as much to do with 
casting down the man-made opinions 
of theology, as have the scientific in- 
vestigators or the metaphysicians. 
Nay, infinitely more. For, while the 
scientists proper stood by like Pilate, 
washing their hands of the whole 
maiter, Protestantism was battling 
against indulgences and temporal au- 
thority, universalism was protestin 
against the gross and sensual forrgs o 
divine punishment; Arminianism was 
putting to rout infant damnation and 
eternal reprobation, and the modern 
pulpit was rescuing the lost thought of 
God’s mighty love from the credal 
rubbish of God's’ vindictiveness. It 
looks very much as though religion, 
awakened by the springtime warmth of 
the new era, had cleaned her own 
house; and she was at it long before 
her neighbor across the way had be- 
gun her own task of renovation. 


But what made the new era? I will 
not dare to answer on my own au- 
thority, but Will quete the greates! of 
philosophic historians, M. Guizot. 
Weigh well these remarkable words 
of his: ‘In the sixteenth century, in 
the’ heart of a religious society, an in- 
surrection broke out against the sys- 
tem of ecclesiastical monarchy. This 
revolution produced, sanctioned and 
established freedom of inquiry in Eu- 
rope. The two orders of society have 
undergone the same vicissitudes and 
revolutions; only religious society has 
the foremost in this 


What was it then eaused the “new 
era?” It was not science; it was the 
religion.of the Bible. It was not with 
the discoveries of reasoning or phil- 
osophy, but it was with the protest 
of conscience that the new era began. 
It was the unchaining of the Bible 
from the cloister, the translation of it 
into the common tongue, and the 
placing of it in the hands of the com- 
mon people that ushered in the mod- 
ern day. Savonarola came before 
Galileo, Luther before Kantand Hegel, 
Farel before Voltaire, Wesley befsre 
Herbert Spencer. If we are to say that 
either caused the other, it would be 
much truer to history to say that the 
spirit of the open Bible caused the 
reformation in scientific method, than 
to say that the scientific spirit caused 
the reformation in theology. | 


This striking precedence of religious 
before mental freedom makes. a 
wondrous commentary on the majestic 
words of Job: “But where shall wis- 
dom be found, and where is the place 
of umderstanding? Man knoweth not 
the price thereof, neither is it found in 
the land of-the living. The depth gaith, 
‘It is not-in me;’ and the sea saith, 
‘It is not in me.” Whence, then, 
cometh wisdom, and where is. the 

Seeing it is 
hid from the eyes of all living? God 
understandeth the way thereof, and 
he knoweth the piace thereof. He did 


Or, if believing, yet not missing it, 


see it and declare it; He prepared 
it, yea, and searched it out. And unto 
man He said, behold, the fear of the 
Lord, that is wisdom; and to depart 
from evil is understanding.” 


In Memoriam. 


On August the 18th, 1896, in the city 
of Hartford, Ct., Olivio Suean Clemens. 
the eldest daughter of Samuel L. 
Clemens (Mark Twain,) died. She was 
possessed of a fine soprano voice, and 
was fitting herself for grand opera. It 
was her dream and ambition to recoup 
her father’s fortune with her voice. 
Just orie year later, on the anniversary 
if her sad death, her father wrote the 
following, while sojourning at Lake 
Lucerne, in Switzerland, and which ap- 
pears in Harper's Magazine for the 
current month: 

Ina fair valley—oh, how long ago, how long

The San Pedro Harbor work was 
placed by the original act of Congress 
under the continuing-contract system. 
| The act authorizing the work prescribed 
& maximum amount, as its total cost, 
of $2,900,000. This was the broad, 
general authorization by Gongress of 
the work, with a provision limiting 
the cost. It was not, in’a literal sense, 
an appropriation. Secretary Gage, in 
recommending the specific appropria- 
tion of $400,000 for the first year’s 
work, is acting in full accord with 
the spirit and purpose of the law. It 
has been estimated that about seven 
years will be required for the cémple- 
tion of the harbor. This would require 
an expenditure of a little more than 
$400,000 per year for the seven years. 
|The $400,000 recommended by Secre- 
tary Gage is expected to cover the ex- 
pense of all the work that can be 
done, advantageously, the first year. 
Other specific appropriations will fol- 
low from year to year as the work pro- 
gresses, in accordance with the com- 
mon practice in government work 
carried on under the continuing-con- 
tract. system. The setting aside of 
$400,000 as the first installment of the 
$2,900,000 provided for by Congress 
will mean the practical beginning of 
work on the harbor.: It will also mean 
the completion of the work in due and 
proper course of time.

GREENBACKS AND THE RESERVE. 
The fiat-money statesmen have al- 
ready begun to line up in opposition 
to the President's sensible suggestion 
that the law should be amended so 
that greenbacks, when once redeemed, 
may be held in the treasury as a part 
of the gold reserve, to be exchanged 
only for gold. Senator Pettigrew of 
South Dakota has unbosomed himself 
on this subject, to the effect that the 
President “proposes to retire the 
greenbacks, and in so doing he desires 
to disguise the method by which it is 
to be accomplished. It is plain,” says 
Pettigrew, “that if the President’s 
plan is adopted”—meaning the plan to 
hold greenbacks as a part of the gold 
reserve—‘‘no more greenbacks can be 
in circulation than there is gold in 
the treasury. Thus the greenbacks 
virtually become gold certificates and 
will be immediately retired.” 

This is a singularly perverse and un- 
true statement of the purpose contem- 
plated in the President’s recommenda- 
tion. The plan in no sense proposes 
the retirement of the greenbacks, as 
it is not proposed to cancel or de- 
Stroy a single dollar of them, The 
President’s suggestion is merely to 
the effect that after they have been 
redeemed in gold they shall be re- 
tained in the treasury and regarded as 
a part of the reserve, to be exchanged 
only for their face equivalent in gold, 
instead of being sent out again and 
again, as now required by law, to be 
used over and over to draw gold from 
the treasury. For every dollar in 
greenbacks “retired” by redemption, 
a dollar of gold coin would be put into 
circulation; and for every qollar of 
gold coin “retired” by exchanging it 
for a dollar in greenbacks, an equal 
amount of the latter would go into cir- 
culation. Under this plan there would 
be no “contraction of the currency,” 
as some of the complaining statesmen 
have alleged. But a wholesome and 
effective check would undoubtedly be 
placed upon the operation of the “end- 
less-chain’” arrangement which _ has 
caused so much trouble in the past.

DATA ON ‘BUSTERS. 


ONLY SIX AMERICAN BOATS 
WERE SUCCESSFUL. 


Secretary Gage Maintains That the 
Law-abiding Spirit of the Nation 


Has Prevailed. 


A MATTER .OF COAST LINES 


CAREFUL ANALYSIS OF SPAIN’S 
MANY COMPLAINTS. 


Comment on the President’s Mes- 
sage not Altogether Complimen- 
tary—Minister Moret Trans- 
lates it at a Banquet. 


[ASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Secretary 
Gage has submitted to the Department 
of State his opinion upon the action of 
the Treasury Department in suppress- 


1 ing filibustering expeditions to Cuba 


in violation of the neutrality laws, a 
Synopsis of which, as furnished by the 
department, is as follows: 

Secretary Gage points out the fact 
that during the two years and a half 
only six American vessels of an aggre- 
gate of 1331 registered tons, are alleged 
to have successfully landed expeditions 
from the United States in Cuba. With 
the exception of the Laurada, the six 
American’ vessels alleged to have suc- 
cessfully taken part in expeditions in 
Cuban waters are small tugs and a 


and obviously incapable of carrying 
large numbers of men or large quanti- 
ties of arms and ammunition. Three 
foreign vessels of an aggregate of 1773 
tons, are alleged to have been success- 
ful in the same effort. ae 
_ Referring to these foreign vessels, the 
Norwegian steamer Leon, the Danish 


‘steamerd Horsa and the British steamer 


Bermuda, the Secretary invites atten- 
tion to the fact that the crews of these 
vessels are required to be shipped be- 
for the consuls of their respective na- 
tions, in accord with the laws of those 
nations, which also impose on the mas- 
ters of those vessels various other du- 
ties to be performed by the consuls. He 
suggests the inquiry migh tbe pertinent, 
whether the Spanish authorities in- 
formed these consuls of the alleged ex- 
peditions, and whether some measure of 
responsibility does not rest on the 
Spanish authorities for the alleged de- 
parture of these vessels, or if the con- 
Suls were notified, whether the same 
measures of responsibility do not rest 
upon them. This suggestion is made, 
not to shift responsibility, but to show 
that if these alleged expeditions started 
without he knowledge of treasury offi- 
cials, they also departed without the 
knowledge of officials of other nations, 
whose action was a necessary prelimi- 
nary to clearances. 

With the vessels referred to, it is al- 
laged there have been associated about 
a dozen harbor tugs, three or four light- 
ers, a few small steamers and about a 
dozen small sloops and schooners, in all 
less than fifty. On the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts in 1896 there are 12,668 ves- 
sels under 200 tons, and 217 vessels of 
1100 tons or less, a total of 13,585 Ameri- 
can vessels of a desdription available 
for filibustering purposes. That oul 
six out of 13,58 American vessels suc- 
ceeded in reaching Cuba, and that less 
than fifty had any share in these expe- 
ditions, Secretary Gage says, is a dem- 
onstration that the law-abiding spirit 
of the nation has prevailed, and evi- 
dence of the obedience of the people to 
the President’s proclamation. 

Eight revenue cutters with crews of 
317 men, armed with fifteen guns, have 
cruised 78,888 miles, occupying 169 
months in the aggregate, patrolling the 
coast to prevent filibustering expedi- 
tions. They have captured seven ves- 
sels and 115 men, and have brought up 
two expeditions, and have held under 
surveillance thirteen vessels under sus- 
picion. From time to time several otner 
revenue cutters have been employed on 

Perhaps the strongest statement in 
the report is this: If the Spanish 
patrol of 2200 miles of Cuban eoast had 
frustrated one-half tae number.of ex. 
peditions which were frustrated by the 
United States authorities along a coast 
line of 5470 miles, not one man, nor. one 
cartridge would have been illicitly 
landed in Cuba from the United States. 
Out of sixty alleged expeditions, only 
four have been broken up by Spain. 
Illustrating this statement, he refers 
particularly to the expedition that left 
on the Laurada from Baltimore and 
landed at Banes on March 21. -Banes is 
an important seaport on the northern 
coast of Cuba, with which the United 
States carried on a valuable fruit trade 
until the Spanish order prohibiting the 
exportation of bananas was issued. . 

It appéars that the Laurada re- 
mained in this seaport two days, land- 
ing men and arms, and was not mo- 
lested by the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba, who had been informed of. her 
landing and even minutely where tor- 
pedoes should be placed. Unless Spain 
is prepared to avow the inability or in- 
disposition to defend her interest in 
Cuba, Secretary Gage holds that the 
responsibility for the success of this 
expedition should be properly fixed 
upon Spanish officials in Cuba, who had 
been fully informed by the Spanish Le- 
gation. The Spanish authorities have 
repeatedly asserted that all of the sea- 
oo Sigg of Cuba were in British posses- 
sion. 


SIXTY EXPEDITIONS EXAMINED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGET REPORT.] 


In all sixty alleged expeditions are 
examined. Of these Secretary Gage 
shows that twenty-eight have been 
frustrated through the efforts of the 
Treasury Department; five have been 
frustrated by the United States Navy; 
four have been frustrated by Spain: 
two have been wrecked; one driven 
back by storm; one failed from a com- 
bination of causes, and one, the Dela- 
ware, he declines to recognize as other 
than a violation of the British Flag-en- 
listment Act. As Spain has suffered no 
injury from these forty-three failures, 
it is assumed that they will be accepted 
by Spain as evidence of the success of 
the United States in maintaining its 
obligations, and that a detailed state- 
ment concerning each is unnecessary. 
Secretary Gage then examines in de- 
tail the seventeen alleged successful 
expeditions. He points out that the 
partial success in one case was due. 
to the weakness of the Spanish patrol] 
of the Cuban coast; that in one case 
the Spanish authorities at New York 
have ‘exonerated the officials of the 
Treasury Department from all res- 
ponsibility; that in one case the Span- 
ish Minister disagreed with the legal 
adviser of the Spanish legation and 
also disagreed with him as to the 
date of the alleged successful expe- 
dition, and the department has no in- 
formation warranting it in a request 
that any proceedings be instituted; 
that in three cases the vessels ‘have 
been wrecked and proceedings against 
them are obviously impracticable, while 
the principal in one case is imprisoned; 
that in five cases the principals have 
been sentenced to imprisonment or are 
in prison; that in-one case the vessel 
is under British jurisdiction and can- 
not be reached by the United States. 
while the principal has been sertenced 
to imprisonment in this country; that 
in three cases the vessels have been 
libeled for forfeiture on evidence fur- 
nished in part by this department, and 
are awaiting the action of the courts;

They are equally delighted with that 
part of the massage recognizing how 
quickly and completely they have re- 
versed the Canovas-Weyler policy and 
the sincerity of their own home-rule 
measures. Outside of official cifcles 
satisfaction is very visible in financial 
circles, and also among the general

‘DELILAH’S CUNFESSION. 


SHE KILLED JOHN KERN 80 SHE 
MIGHT WED HIS SON. 


Claims That She Had Been Ruined 
and Her Life Made Wretched by 
the Man Whom She Slew—Met 
Him in the Woods and Used Her 
Revolver—Slept Well That Night, 


_ {ASSOCIATED PRESS: NIGHT REPORT.} 

WAVERLY (lIowa,) Dec. 8.—Delilah 
Fales has confessed her share in the 
tragic death of John Kern, the man 
who was found dead in a lonely wood 
on the 23d of last August. The young 
woman now confesses that she fired 
the bullets that killed him. She was 
indicted today, and it is said her al- 
leged accomplice before the act, Wil- 
liam Kern, a son of the victim, will be 
indicted tomorrow. 

When she was a mere child of 13 
years, she charges that the elder Kern 
betrayed her, and that ever after he 
harassed her with his attentions. 
More than that, he sought by blacken- 
ing her reputation, she states, to keep 
others from paying court to her. Twice 
before she became attached to the mur- 
dered man’s son she had been in a fair 
way to become happily married, but as 
many times had Jerome Kern, she de- 
clares, poisoned her lovers against her. 
At last, when by. the same method he 
sought to prevent his son?from marry- 
ing her, the pent-up hatred of years 
vented itself in the commission of the 
crime. 

“I killed him with premeditation and 
deliberation,” shie said. “I prayed God 
to give me strength to do it with all 
the earnestness that I could command, 
as I have prayed to Him for foregive- 
ness. I have suffered no pargs of con- 
science. On the contrary, a_ restful 
calm seemed to come into my life from 
the moment I knew he was dead. 1 
never slept so well as I did after the 
night I fired those fatal shots.’ 

Miss Fales’s confession starts by tell- 
ing of the love affair of herself and 
young Kern, and of the opposition of 
the father. They discussed the question 
of putting him out of the way, and 
they agreed that would be the best way 
out of the difficulty. One day the elder 
Kern suggested to the young woman 
that she meet him. She saw her oppor- 
tunity that she had been waiting for, 
and assented, making an- appointment 
for the following morning in the woods 
near her home. They met, and he as- 
sisted her to alight from hes vehicle. 

‘“‘He was on his knees ‘before me,” 
she confessed, “I saw my chance to 
kill him. I had the revolver just in- 
side my coat, which was buttoned up. 
As he was kneeling there, I pulled the 
revolver out and shot him in the chest. 
He whirled around on his knees a lit- 
tle ways, and as he fell forward I shot 
him in the right side of the back. I 
don’t know whether his clothes caught 
fire or not. I hurried away.” 

Then follows a detail of the plotting 
of the two to lay the crime at the 
door of John Lewis, a former lover of 
Delilah. They even prepared a letter, 
purporting to have been written by 
the deceased on the day of his murder, 
and which was left where it would be 
readily found, as it was a few days 
ago. This letter said that if harm came 
to Kern, Lewis must be held responsi-

The Minnesota. Statesman Talks om 


Alaska, Cuba and Hawaii, 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1,—Senator Da- 
vis of Minnesota, the distinguished 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, has reached the national 
capital, and is installed in his modest 
home on Massachusetts avenue. -He will 
be an important factor in the fast 
shaping events, ,and his views will 
have great weight with the majority of 
the United States Senate. The Sena- 


tor is regarded as the highest authority ~ 


on international law, in the great leg- 


| islative body of which he is a member. 


Concerning the pending problems be- 
fore his committee, and before the 
country, Senator Davis says: “I ‘regret 
that the protection of the seals on our 
Alaskan possessions should have been 
80 long delayed, and that the question 
of the protection of that great source 
of wealth should now. be subordinated ta 


} other questions of international impor- 


tance. The seal fisheries have brought 
to this country much more than the 
price paid for the immense northewest- 
ern territory. 

‘The subject which will bé likely to 
first engross the attention of the Senate 
will be the annexation of Hawaii. In 
the year 1820 missionaries from this 
country found the Hawaiian Islands in 
a pitiable-and terrible condition of 
barbarism. Cannibalism was rampant, 
and the people knew absolutely nothing 
of Christian civilization. 

“Within a period: of thirty years 
those tractable people became orderly, 
ambitious to elevate themselves, and 


adopted a constitutional form of gov- d 


ernment, with legislative bodies. 
“When the Hawaiian Islands are 
spoken of, from an.international stand- 
point, it would be well to remember 
the fact that in the year 1840 this coun- 
try warned the nations ofthe world 
to keep their grasping hands off of 
Hawaii; and ever since that time, it 
has been generally understood through- 
out the world, and it has been hoped by 
the Hawaiians themselves that  ulti- 
mately annexation to this country 


would become an accomplished fact. 


‘‘Whoever studies the trend of events 
must have seen ample evidence to war- 
rant the prophecy that the = ‘Pacifio 
Ocean is destined to carry the greatest 
commercial tm&ffic that the. world has 
ever seen or known. The coming cen- 
tury will develop greater wealth in the 
Orient than could have been dreamed 
by the most phantasmic imagination 
of the generation preceding 

“The Hawatian Islands will be sur- 
rounded by the fleets and navies of the 
world. Those islands will belong ta 
the United States, and.will become an 
integral part of this republic. The 
sooner the better. It seems to me that 
we have delayed almost too long. The 
inevitable cannot be averted. There is. 
a great plan of the universe being 
worked out, and we are merely factors 
in the development of that: plan. 

“Look at the great Chinese empire? 
a giant slowly arousing from a sleep 
of centuries. Look at Japan, rapidly 
assuming all of the aris, sciences and 
comforts of civilization. The common 
people of those nations are becoming 
educated and civilized. The masses 
are looking for their betterment and 
advancement. Their rulers will rule 
them, only so long as they rule them 
in an enlightened manner. The Mone 
golian race is capable of self-govern- 
ment. We stand in the vestibule of a 
century full of miracles. The Ha- 
wallian Islands will be annexed to this 
country. The generation now coming 
upon the: scéne of active life will bless 
the men who had the forethought and 
the patriotism to bring about annexa- 
tion. . In case of war with other nae 
tions, the guns mounted on the Ha- 
waiian Islands will be pointed at our 
foes, and not at us. OS 

“What will be done for Cuba, no one 
knows. What our duty is, everybody 
knows, or should know. The troops 
of Spain have’ destroyed $18,000,000 
worth of the property of our citizens. 
Moreover, citizens of this country have 
been imprisoned, and maltreated. The 
belligerency of the Cuban ° patriots 
ought to be recognized. The repre- 
sentatives of all political parties have 
declared in favor of this action. There 
was no uncertain sound in the declara- 
tion of the Republican national plat- 
form on this subject. We have de- 
layed doing our duty entirely too 
long, a duty to our own citizens, and 
a duty that every nation owes to hu- 
manity. 

“I hope that Cuba may be free, and 
prompt action by’ this country will 
bring about that result. I hope to 
live to see a free republic established 
in Cuba, and maintained by intelli- 
gent leaders, with a plain people con- 
stantly increasing in education and 
intelligence. After 40,000 American 
citizens have taken up their abode 
there, I hope to see Cuba admitted as 
a State into this Union, and I be- 
lieve that she will be a State of which 
the entire country may be proud.

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WEBB'S MYSTERY. 


AXTELL SIGNED A PAPER HE 
NEVER READ. 


School Roard Still Wrestling With 
the Extortion Case and the 
End not in Sight. 


ANOTHER ATTORNEY FOR WEBB 


HE WANTS EVERY TEACHER IN 
THE CITY SUBPOENAED. 


New Light Shed Upon the Way the 
Chatrman of the Supplies Com- 
mittee Observed Contracts, 
Interesting Testimony. 


The trial of Walter L. Webb on the 
charge of extortion proceeded before 
the Board ,of -Education last night. It 
was a comparatively. uninteresting ses- 
sion but for two incidents, the first oc- 
curring at the opening of the evening's 
cession and tive second one at its close. 

The first imcident was the introduc- 
tion of E. A« Meserve, the attorney, 
into: the case @s one of Mr. Webb's 
eounsel. Mr. Meserve didn't quietly 
slide into the cese, but entered it with 
a speech, after Stating there Was no 
reason for his making it. The usual 
crowd was in atvgendance and gave re- 
spectful attention to Mr. Meserve’s re- 
marks. but did no emtlyuse, and the 
proceedings were not delayed by ap- 
plause. 

After Mr. Oliver, the leading, if not 
the senior, counsel for Webb, had in- 
troduced Mr. Meserve, the latter said: 
“There is no necessity for an explana- 
tion as to why I am here. I am here 
to help Walter Webb, shom I believe 
to be an innocent man. I am hers as 
his attorney. as I am 1 the Superior 
Court. where an indictament has_ been 
filed against him upon the testinrony 
of two self-confessed peerjurers. My 
client does not care for the indictment 
in the courts. He cares for the charges 
here, here where his 1eputation is at 
stake. It is here he wants vindication, 
the indictment we will take care of 
afterward. Investigations have been 
in progress since éarly summer in an 
effort to involve somebody in some 
sort of trouble, and We'bdb has been 6e- 
His reputation is 
at stake, the good name of himself 
and his children, who must come after 
him. Webb has all sorts of threats 
made against him and hes now proposes 
that investigation shall nwt be stopped 
until every teacher, every janitor, every 
contractor, every employé of the school 
department takes the stand and testi- 
fies. Yes, until every piamo dealer and 
every hardware dealer in (Los Angeles 
testifies whether or not hea paid Webb 
or any other man money, end if he did, 
to whom he paid it. Reputation is 
worth more than life to him, and this 
investigation must go on, no matter 
how long it takes. So far as Axtell and 
Adams are concerned, the District At- 
torney will attend to them, if he does 
his duty, and they will be ‘put where 
they belong, behind prison bars. 

With these few remarks, where no 
explanation was needed, Mr. Meserve 
sat down and breathed heavily. 

But Judge Phillips, his face beaming 
like one of Fairbank’s pictures of the 
rising sun, arose and, buttoning his 
coat, as.usual, on the wrong button, 
said: “I fully appreciate the remarks 
of the new attorney in this case. But, 
Mr. Chairman, the way he proposes to 
get at the defense of his client is un- 
heard of in or out of a court of justice. 
Nobody has charged that Mr. Webb 
approached one teacher for money, let 
alone the 500 in the Los Angeles school 
department, because the scheme didn't 
work. Now, the proposition of bringing 
here every teacher in the schools is an 
absurdity to which I shall not consent. 
Mr. Webb stands here charged with 
one offense, and we will admit that he 
never attempted to run from teacher to 
teacher all over town.” 

“The newspapers have as much as 
said so,” interrupted Meserve. “News- 
papers never make a mistake. I know, 
because I have had experience with 
them.” and after casting this sarcasm- 
loaded chunk of information into the 
kettle, the ‘‘new" attorney again sub- 
sided and the soup boiled on. 

“Mr. Chairman,”’ said Attorney Gib- 
bon. “all this talk is useless, If Mr. 
Webb desires an investigation on other 
charges, after we are through with this 
one, he can apply to the board for it 
and will undoubtedly get it. But we 
are not here to try rumors, or threats, 
or reports. We are here to try a clear- 
cut charge against this man. No bet- 
ter means of breaking down a prosecu- 
tion, of making it the gibe and laugh- 
ing stock of the community, could be 
devised than that suggested by Mr. 
Meserve. We have no _ information 
that Mr. Webb ever approached any 
teacher. We say so now. Why bring 
I, for one, have other 
things to attend to beside this trial, 
and I apprehend you gentlemen have 
as well, and if Mr. Webb purposes to 
subpoena the whole town here to prove 
something he is not charged with, I 
have no time to waste on such an in- 


vestigation. I sincerely hope this 
board will not countenance such a 
proceeding.” 

Oliver arose to reply, but Conrey 


made a point of order. ‘‘We have had 
over twenty minutes of argument and 
no testimony,” said he. ‘Let's get to 
business.” 

“IT am heartily in favor of that,” said 
Chairman Mathis. 7 
AXTELL’S CROSS-EXAMINATION., 

Axtell then took the stand. 

“Before 1] commence to testify to- 
night, gentlemen.” he said, “I want to 
explain that I was mistaken when 1 
stated on Tuesday night that Mr. John- 
son, secretary of the board, was present 
@t the interview I had with Adams and 
Webb just before I went before the 
grand jury to testify. As I now recol- 
lect it, he Was not present at that in- 
terview.” 

“Mr. Axtell,” said Attorney Oliver, 
“how does it happen you have found 
Whom did you talk 
to about the matter today?" 

Axtell Went on to explain that he 
had cailed at Mr. Gibbon's office and 
asked if he had a right to correct his 
testimony. He had been told that he 
had and should do so. Then Mr. Oliver 
began asking questions fn cross-exami- 
nation, going over the now old.” old 
story, but adding to his questions 
phrases such as “before Mr. Gibbon re- 
freshed your mind.” “before you Callea 
to see Mr. Gibbon,” etc. Gibbon stood 
the innuendoes awhile, but finally got 
angry and called Mr. Oliver to account 
for his insinuations, denying that he 
had ever coached Axtell in any way. 
A wordy ‘war followed and then the 
examination was resumed. 

“Mr. Adams,” commenced Mr. Oliver. 

“My name is not Adams, thank Gog.”’ 
said Axtell, hotly. 

Oliver apologized and asked Axte)] if 
he and Adams were not on good terms. 

“We were never on good terms,”’ Ax- 
: | 

“Never on good terms?” querie ; 
Oliver, incredulously. “How 
that mutual agreement you and Adams 
made in the basement of the Spring- 
street school as to what you two should 
confess 

Axtell denied there was any agree- 


ment or understanding. He said he 
told Adams that he intended to tell the 
truth, and that was all. Oliver pressed 
the witness until Mr. Conrey objected 
to Oliver's questions. Then the attor- 
ney began on Adams's testimony, ask- 
ing Axtell if Adams ‘had said this or 
that and whether it was true or false. 
Finally he said, when Axtell refused to 
pass on Adams's testimony: 

“So you've got your story learned 
and you are going to tell it, no matter 
what Adams says, eh?” 

“IT have no story learned,’ replica 
Axtell. “I have no desire to tell any- 
thing but the truth.” 

Then there was another clash  be- 
tween the attorneys, Messrs. Gibbon 
and Phillips objecting to the manner in 
which Mr. Oliver, ‘out loud, and Mr. 
Meserve, sotto voce, were questioning 
the witness. This over, the “grind” 
went on, and Axtell told for the fiftieth 
time about his conversation between 
himself, Webb and Adams just prior to 
his (Axtell’s) going to the grand jury 
reom to testify. There was nothing 
new-in the matter except that Mr. Oli- 
ver asked again and again whether Mr. 
Johnson, secretary of the board, was 
present, and as to the further fact that 
Axiell flatly contradicted Adams. . 

In his testimony on Monday night 
Adams swore that when Webb and 
Axtell had the conversation wherein 
Webb suggested “putting Cooper's $60, 
in Pittman’s pocket,”’ that he (Adams) 
did not hear all the conversation, be- 
ing some twenty feet away. Axtell last 
night swore that Adams sat with him 
and Webb while they discussed the 
matter. 

Attorneys hold that these various dis- 
crepancies between the stories told by 
the two men, Axtell and Adams, is 
the strongest proof of their truth. Were 
there a conspiracy between’ the men, 
beth would undoubtedly tell the same 
story, say the lawyers, but they do not, 

At this point Mr. Oliver again en- 
deavored to ascertain what Axtell had 
testified to before the grand jury, and 
insisted on his point, but was over- 
ruled. Then he took a new tack. 

FRANK DAVIS REAPPEARS. : 

“Was Mr. Davis your attorney?” he 
asked Axtell. 

Axtell wasn’t certain. He had gone 
to Mr. Davis's oftice and told him all 
he Knew; told him the whole truth 
grand-jury business and all, but he 
himself had never employed Mr.: Davis. 
J. W. Hellman had employed Mr. Da- 
Vis to act for him. 

“Now, Mr. Axtell.”” said Mr. Oliver 
in his bland and childlike way, “since 
you did net employ Mr. Davis as your 
attorney. and since you have told him 
all the truth, do you now release Mr. 
Davis from the relations of attorney 
and client, and are you’ willing he 
should come here and testify to all you 
told him?” 

Axtell didn*t know how to answer. 
but after about a half-hour's’ badger- 
ing said he was willing for Davis to tell 
all that he had told him with the ex- 
ception of what he had said about his | 
testimony before the grand jury. 

When the McInerney plumbing jdb 
was taken up and Axtell again told 
how he came to buy supplies at con- 
tract prices and sent workmen to the 
director's house to do the work. In 
the course of the investigation the orig- 
inal requisition for the supplies used 
at MclInerney’s house was produced 
from Webb's inside pocket. Axtell was 
asked to identify his signature, which 
he did, and Webb was about to return 
the document to his pocket when Di- 
rector Davis interrupted: 

“Let me see that, will you?’’ he asked, 
holding out his hand for the paper. It 
was handed to him and he looked at 
the indorsement on its back, then 
turned to the chairman and said: 

A PERTINENT INQUIRY. 

“Upon examination of this document 
I find it is a duly recorded paper be- 
longing to the files of this board. T 
want to know by what right it is in. 
the hands of Mr. Webb?” ) 

“Mr. Webb will explain all that 
when he takes the stand,” chipped in 
Mr. Meserve. 

“I want to know now,” said Mr. 
Davis. “I also want to know whether 
Mr. Webb or his attorneys have any 
other private papers taken from the 
files of this board without the know!- 
edge or consent of its members. Wovw 
did this paper come into his posses- 
sion?” 

“The chair knew nothing about his 
having that paper,’ said Dr. Mathis. 

“I understand,” said Director Con- 

rey, “that Mr. Webb has had that 
requisition in his possession ever since 
he first showed it to Mr. Axtell.” 
- Explanations followed by Webb and 
Secretary Johnson. Mr. Webb had no 
other private papers belonging to the 
beard, and, until a day or two ago, fre 
requisition that caused the trouble 
had, according to the secretary, b-en 
locked up in his safe in an envelope 
addressed to Mr. Webb, so that it 
“would not get mixed with other pa- 
pers.”’ Later the requisition, having 
been marked as an exhibit, was re- 
turned to the secretary, where it be- 
longed, and the trial went on. 

Axtell was asked about signing his 
resignation, and told about it again. 

A MYSTERIOUS PAPER. 

Then the defense sprung a sensa- 
tion. They introduced, or more prop- 
erly produced, a typewritten paper. and 
demanded of Axtell to know whether 
or not he had signed it. 

Axtel] said that he had signed two 
papers the day Webb demanded his 
resignation. The resignation had been 
read to him, but the other paper had 
not and he did not Know its contents. 
Meserve and Oliver insisted upon Ax- 
tell identifying his signature to the 
mysterious document without allowing 
either Axtell or Attorneys Gibbon or 
Phillips to read it. This brought Gib- 
bon to his feet. 

“I maintain that this witness has a 
right to Know the contents of that 
paper before he acknowledges his sig- 
nature, if he so desires. This savors 
too much of trickery, gentlemen.’ 


MESERVE ON HIS HIND LEGS. 


Then Mr. Meserve got mad, good and 
mad. . 

“Look here,’ he shouted, ‘‘do you ac- 
cuse me of trickery? Don't you dare 
accuse me of trickery. You know I] 
never resort to tricks. You know me 
too well for that. Don't you accuse 
me of trickery, here or anywhere else.

“My remarks were not addressed to 
you but to the gentleman who asked 
the question (Oliver)”’ replied Gibbon. 

Then followed more wrangling until 
Mr. Conrey shut off further talk by 
calling on the chair to compel the at- 
torneys to proceed with the trial. Then 
Axtell, without reading the contents of 
the paper, and again explaining that he 
had signed it without reading it, ae- 
knowledged signature to be his 
own, and the mysterious document was 
returned to Webb's inside pocket pre- 
sumably to be produced later. 

The defense again took up the Mce- 
Inerney plumbing job and opened the 
way for the second incident of real in- 
terest of the night. Axtell explained 
how two lots of goods were obtained on 
the same requisition from the Furrey 
company. One lot McInerney paid for. 
the other lot went to the school sup- 
ply department. All that McInerney 
gained was the difference between the 
contract price and the retail price of 
the goods. Axtell denied that he had 
ever asked any contractor for money 
or had ever received money from one, 
and then he told about paying the $200. 
and told some new facts. 

THAT BOGIE MAN. 


“Secretary Johnson Aelephoned me 
Ahat Webb was on to the fact about 
Mceinerney’s job and that I had better 
see Webb. 1 went up to the board’s 
rooms. Webb was there and so Was 
Johnson. I told Webb all about the 
job at McInerney’s and he told me 
that a man living in the Eighth Ward 
hed got on to it and was making a 
roar. He told me that I and Warren 


were liable to lose our jobs. I told him 


I was alone to blame, and he said he 
would try and fix things up, but we 
must keep it from Conrey. Later we 
had another conversation about the 
McInerney job. We were alone this 
time. Webb told me the man who was 
threatening to make trouble had come 
over to his (Webb's). house the night 
before. That he (Webb) had stationed 
his wife so that she could overhear the 
conversation, and that the man had 
agreed to keep still for $200. Before 


that Webb had told me that 
he might have to appoint the 
man’s daughter teacher, but 
this time he said that the man 
would compromise for money. He 


said that he had told the man about 
his wife overhearing his offer to accept 
a bribe, and that he had a notion to 
fix him. It was at this time I signed 
the resignation, and the other paper: 
I did not read. We had another con- 
versation, and Webb said he had con- 
cluded to pay the $200, and asked me 
if I could raise the money.

RANDSBURG. 


ALL MODERN IMPROVEMENTS ON 
THE NEW STAMP MILL.” 


Well-equipped Assay Office Con- 
nected With the Mill—The Rail- 
road Has Reached the St. Elmo 
Mine—New Buildings Going Up. 


RANDSBURG, Dec. 6. — [Regular “Corre- 
spondence.] The new ten-stamp mill at Jo- 
hannesburg will start tomorrow. It is one of 
the most complete mills ever put up in the 
West, and has all modern improvements. The 
stamps are 1000 pounds in weight and geared 
to drop 100 times per minute. The mill will 
have a capacity of thirty to forty tons of ore 
every twenty-four hours. There are two 
plates before each battery and three inside. 
The smaller plate in front is 4%x4 feet and 


.the larger one 414x8 feet, making with those 


inside more plate surface with each battery 
to save gold on than any mill in the State. 
There are 55,000 feet of lumber in the mill 
and adjoining buildings, running from half- 
inch stuff to heavy timbers 14x20 inches, and 
throughout it is constructed and finished in 
e most thorough manner, no expense being 
spared that would seem to add to its complete 
equipment. 
East of the mill is the building in which is 
located the fifty-ton capac.ty ore crusher, 
with engine for running and hoisting. Wagons 
drive in on an even grade to an ore platform 
in which are two trap doors. The ore 1: 


and from there to the crusher without hand- 
ling, and from the crusher into cars, then 
hoisted up an incline and automatic alley, 
dumped again into bins and fed d rectly to 
the stamps. The ore bins and passage to the 
stamps are all lined with galvanized iron, so 
that no portion of the richest ores are wasted. 
A steel water tank, capable of ho:ding 10,000 
gallons of water, is Iccated above the mill 
and piped to the stamps. A _ twenty-horse- 
power gasoline engine furnishes power to run 
the stamps and the mill, while an _ eight- 
horse-power engine furnishes power to do 
the rock crushing and hoisting of the ore to 
the feeders. Below the mill a short distance 
are the settling tanks, four tn number, into 
which the tailings are run from the plates. 
the water from the fourth or last tank being 
pumped back again for use in the batteries. 
Connected with the mill {s a thoroughly 
equipped assay office, with a competent as- 
Sayer in charge, so that the owners will at 
all times have a thorough knowledge of the 
work being done. The mill with all its ad- 
joining buildings is built in the south side of 
the hill just north of Johannesburg, the foun- 
dation being dug into the solid rock hillside. 
In addition, the foundation for the mortar 
blocks are set in a solid cement. Three hun- 
dred pounds of spikes alone were us:d in the 
construction of the mortal blocks, redwood 
planks spiked together. 

The first test will be made on ore from the 
Gold Bar mine, just east of the Alameda. 
The ore is being hauled today. This mill, 
with all its surroundings, is the most thor: 
ough and substantial improvement erected in 
the Rand Mining District. The owners are 
Montgomery, Hicks & Griffiths, all Los An- 
geles men. 
The railroad has reached the St. Elmo mine, 
about six miles from Johannesburg, the track 
being finished to that point this evening. The 
graders are working between that pont and 
the top of the hill east of town.’ Their camp 
is about a mile and a half from Jchannes- 
burg. Some pretty heavy work is encountered 
and the progress is slow. From all indica- 
tions, the road will be finished by the 20th 
of this month, and not before. Several sur- 
veys have been made into the town for the 
purpose of locating the depot and sidetracks, 
but so far it has not been definitely settled 
just where it will go. The last survey ani 
the one which will doubtless be adopted. en- 
ters the townsite on the east near California 
street, crosses blocks Nos. 44 and 47, striking 
Panamint street between St. Elmo and th> 
Rand. The depot will probably be located on 
block No. 44. The delay of permanent loca- 
tion is caused by the sale of some of the lots 
to parties living at a distance, and it takes 
time to make the necessary arrangements. 

A big excursion is expected as soon as the 
roag is finished, and the people of b-th towns 
are already preparing for ther reception.

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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


DECLARES ITSELF OPPOSED TO 
HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 


jt Would Injure the Beet-sugar In- 
dustry Here—Western Traffic As- 
sociation Urged to Allow Pas- 
Sengers on Freight Trains—In- 
crease of Freight Rates. 


The Chamber of Commerce has de- 
clared itself opposed to the annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands, and has 
passed a resolution declaring that an- 
nexation would materially injure the 
beet-sugar industry in this State. At 
the regular meeting yesterday after- 
noon of the board of directors, W. C, 
Patterson, chairman of the Committee 
on Commerce, submitted a report upon 
the communication of J. Ross Clark, 
touching the proposal of the, ann°xa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands, which 
Was, in substance, as follows: 

“We should be disposed to question 
the wisdom of annexation because: 

“Firstly, of the long-established 
American. sentiment against the fur- 
ther acquisition of territory. 

“Secondly, by reason of the great 
distance of these islands from the 
United States, and the consequent dif- 
ficulty and expense which would he 
involved in their defense and protec- 
tion in case of war. 

“Thirdly, : because of the enormous 
alien Mongolian population. which 
would be acquired and which would, 
in some degree, be a menace to 
American labor. 

“Fourthly, the spirit of American 
institutions does not lend itself to the 
extinction of autonomy in any other 
nation. The plea (so brilliantly exem- 
plified in the British colonial policy,) 
that a weak and ignorant nation shou!d 
be uplifted by taking away its inde- 
pendence, jibes better with monarchical 
ideas than with ours. We believe 
government should rest on the consent 
of more than 3 per cent. of the gov- 
erned. Three thousand adopted Ha- 
Walians desire annexation; 97,000 native 
Hawaiians do not. It is yet a repub- 
lican ‘proportion. 

“The following resolution was offered, 
and, on motion, adopted: 

“Resolved, that it is the sentiment of 
the board of directors of the Los An- 
geles Chamber pf Commerce, that the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
will be, in the long run, decidedly detri- 
mental to the beet-sugar interests of 
Southern California. 

“Resolved, that copies of this reso- 
lution be sent to the Senators and the 
Representatives from this State.” 

Director Patterson also reported in 
refererice to the action of the Western 
Trafiic Association, as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES, Dec. 8, 1897. 

“To the directors of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce—Gentlemen: 
The Committee on Commerce, to which 
was referred the communication from 
the ‘Portiand, Or., Chamber of Com- 
merce, dated November 26, 1897, would 
respectfully report advising the adop- 
tion of the following resolution: 

“Whereas, it is reported that the 
Western Traffic Association has passed 
an order tg become effective January 
1, 1898, whereby all railroads under 
the jurisdiction of the associution, 
shall be forbidden to allow passengers 
to ride on freight trains, and, whereas, 
the enforcement of this order will 
work a great hardship to mercantile 
houses in the territory west of the 
Rocky Mountains, where. passenger 
service is°so infrequént,, ‘there- 
foré be it 

“Resolved, by the board of directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce, that 
his body respectfully petition the 
Western Traffic Association to omit 
from the operation of the above-men- 
tioned order, such railroads as run 
into cities west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 

‘Resolved, that copies of this pream- 
ble and resolution be transmitted to 
the Western Traffic Association, to the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé com- 
panies. and to the Portland Chamber 
of Commerce.

Another report made by Director 
Patterson was on the matter of the 
increase of freight rates on wines from 
California points to New York: 

“LOS ANGELES, Dec. 8, 1897. 

“To the directors of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce—Gentlemen: 
The matter of threatened increase of 
rates of freight upon native wines and 
brandies to New York, which was 
brought to the attention of this board 
by Messrs. Charles Stern & Son, and 
which was referred to the Committee 
on Commerce with power to act, has 
had careful attention. 

“T addressed communications to the 
representatives of both of the great 
railroad systems which operate in 
Southern California, urging upon them 
in behalf of the chamber, the most 
serious consideration of a matter of 
such vital importance to this section 
of the country. I have already re- 
ceived assurance that the matter is 
receiving careful attention. 

“Ww. C. PATTERSON, 
“Chairman Committee on Commerce.” 

Director Newberry, in behalf of the 
Committee on Ways and.Means, made 
a lengthy report on the matter of 
opening up a new set of books Jan- 
uary 1, for keeping the accounts and 
records of the Chamber. The same 
was adopted. 

Director Slauson reported progress in 
‘the matter of soliciting funds for the 
Omaha Exposition. 

A communication was read from the 
joint committee to promote a depart- 
ment of commerce and industries, ask- 
in the chamber to appoint a delegate 
to act jointly with this committee in 
order to assure success in the move- 
ment. The chair was instructed to 
appoint such delegate. 

A communication was read from Ab- 
bot Kinney, stating that the “American 
Pomological Society was seeking a 
place to hold its 1898 annual meeting 
and suggested that the chamber extend 
an invitation to hold it in the city of 
Los Angeles. The secretary was in- 
structed to write this invitation. 

The secretary was instructed to 
make arrangements for decorating the 
tally-ho tg be used in the Pasadena 
Tournament of Rosés. 

Word has just been received by the 
chamber from the commissioner of 
California exhibit at Guatemala, that 
Los: Angeles exhibitors fared well in 
the distribution of awards. 

The following were elected to mem- 
bership: Eugene Germain, broker in 
California products, Zurich, Switzer- 
land; Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
change, George E. Platt, dairy and 
Jersey stock dealer; Thomson & Boyle, 
water and well-pipe manufacturers; 
Sens, merchant tailor; C. 
Ducommun, hardware; Wybro & Law- 
rence Company; Semi-Tropic Fruit 
Exchange. 

Director Klokke, chairmaft of the 
Committee on Membership, reported 
that the list of active members in the 
Chamber of Commerce now numbered 
1000, and that his committee, since the 
beginning of the canvass for new mem- 
bers this year, has secured the signa- 
tures of 193 applicants.

DAVIS FOUND GUILTY. 


Jury in the Forgery Case Agrees in 
Less Than Two Hours, 

The jury in the Davis forgery case 
returned a verdict of guilty about 6 
o'clock last night, after having been 
out about two hours, and Judge Smith 
ordered the defendant to appear for 
sentence at 10° o'clock next Saturday 
morning. This was Davis's second 
trial on the charge, the jury in the for- 
mer case failing to agree. 

Davis expressed himself last night as 
being very much disappointed with the 
result. 

“But,” said he, “the jury has pre- 
scribed my medicine and I might bet- 
ter take it as cheerfully as I can, than 
otherwise.” 

A. E. Davis was jointly charged 
with Charles Compton and, W. M. 
Ware with having obtained $1000 from 
the Columbia Savings Bank ofsthis city 
upon a forged deed and _ fraudulent 
mortgage. The property upon which 
the transactions were based is owned 
by L. H. Green and is known as _ lot 
1 of the Daly tract. Compton is 
charged with having originated and 
engineered the scheme. <According to 
the charges on file and the theory of 
the prosecution, Compton deeded the 
property to Davis, who executed a 
mortgage upon the same to the bank 
and obtained the amount named above. 
Ware is a self-confessed intermediate 
in the transaction as between Comp- 
ton and Davis. Davis testified on the 
stand that he had entered into the 
scheme under the impression that it 
was a perfectly legitimate transaction; 
that he saw an opportunity to make 
Some money easily and took advantage 

The prosecuting attorneys are free to 
admit that Davis was “roped into the 
scheme,” in their opinion, and that he 
is not as guilty as Compton and Ware. 
The prevailing opinion of Davis seems 
to be that he is more of a fool than a 
deliberate criminal; that Compton and 
Ware recognized this. Knew he was "a 
good thing.’ and used him. 

The penalty provided is imprisonment 
in a State prison for from one to four- 
teen years. 


DARLING’S EXAMINATION. 


iva Tredinnick Fails to Show Up, 
Hence the Continuanee, 

The preliminary examination of 
Frank O. Darling for rape came up be- 
fore Justice Young in the Township 
Court yesterday. Darling was present 
in court, but Eva Tredinnick, the al- 
leged victim, and her mother failed to 
put in an appearance. It was learned 
that through some mistake in the pro- 
ceedings of service, the mother and 
daughter had not been subpoenaed, and 
so the examination was ordered con- 
tinued until Monday next, after the 
testimony of two witnesses had been 
taken. 

Mrs. M. E. Morris, proprietress of 
the Arlington lodging-house, in which 
the alleged offense is said to have taken 
place, testified that Darling and the 
Tredinnick girl stopped at her place on 
Thanksgiving day. Thev came to- 
gether, but she could not say positively 
that both occupied the same room. 

Police Officer Fowler, who arrested 
Darling, testified that the defendant 
had admitted having had improper re- 
lations with the girl: that fondness for 
women had always been his besetting 
sin, and that he “‘ruessed he was in for 
it for good this time.” 

Darling has been serving asa tele- 
graph operator for the Southern Pacifie 
at Colton, where the Tredinnick girl, 
also resides with her mother. 


t Jolt on the Jaw, 

William Dexter was given a severe 
jolt on the jaw by a German barkeeper 
in a saloon at the corner of First and 
Los Angeles streets, Tuesday night. 
At least that is what William said hap- 
pened to him, when he called at. the 
Receiving Hospital for surgical treat- 
ment yesterday morning. It was evi- 
dent from the swollen condition of his 
jaw that something had hit William 
very hard, and that “Dutch” barkeeper 
ought to go into training for a match 
with Fitzsimmons, if he did the hitting, 
for an examination disclosed the fact 
that Dexter's jaw broken. Of 
course Dexter “wasn't doin’ nothin’ ” 
to deserve such treatment, and he 
avows his intention to have his assail- 
ant arrested for. battery. The patient 
was sent to the County Hospital.

AT HER JOURNEY’S END. 


SUICIDE OF A PASSENGER ON A 
| SANTA FE TRAIN. 


Mrs. C. H. Dascomb, a Health-secker 
from Albuquerque, Shot Herself 
the Moment She Arrived at Her 
Destination, 


The journey of C. H. Dascomb, wife 
and child from Albuquerque, N. M., to 
Los Angeles, in the hope of improving 
the wife's health, came to a tragic end 
yesterday morning. Mrs. Dascomb 
shot and killed herself aboard the train 
just as it was slowing up at La Grande 
Station. 

Dascomb is a railway conductor, who 
has been running on the Santa Fé be- 
tween Albuquerque and El, Paso, the 
former place being his home. His 
wife's health having been very poor for 
some time, he determined to bring her 
to Los Angeles in the hope that’ the 
change of climate would benefit her. 


Mrs. Dascom)h approved of this pro- 
gramme and the journey was under- 
taken. 


The couple’s five-year-old daughter 
was taken ill en route, and Mrs. Das- 
comb almost wore herself out in nurs- 
ing the little one. She scarcely slept 
at all Tuesday night. The child was 
yesterday morning, and the 
mother appeared to. be in better spir- 
its as they neared their journey’s end. 

As the train was slowing up for the 
last stop, and while her husband was 
busy getting their luggage together, 
Mrs. Dascomb took a hand bag and 
went to the ladies’ toilet of the Pull- 
man. As soon as she was inside the 
closet she bolted the door, and the next 
instant the occupants of the car were 
startled by the report of a pistol  be- 
hind the closed door. 

When the train came to a stop in 
front of the depot, armoment later, the 
door of the toilet room was_ broken 
open. Mrs. Dascomb was lying on the 
floor with a bullet hole through her 
brain, the hall having entered at. the 
right temple and passed out at the left 
side of her head. She had shot her- 
self with a revolver which she had car- 
ried in the sachel that she took with 
her to the toilet. 

The unfortunate woman was._§ still 
breathing when raised from the floor. 
She died a few minutes later, however. 
Meanwhile the patrol wagon had been 
telephoned for to remove h@ to. the 
Receiving Hospital, but as she was 
dead before the wagon arrived, there 
was no need of police assistance. The 
body was sent to Kregelo & Bresee’s 
morgue, where an inquest was held by 
the Coroner in the afternoon. 

The suicide is accounted for only on 
the theory that Mrs. Dascomb’s mind 
gave way under the strain of her sick- 
ness and her long and sleepless jour- 
ney. Mr. Dascomb stated that his 
wife at times appeared to be slightly 
demented during her illness, but he did 
not notice anything strange in her 
conduct immediately preceding the 
tragedy. In fact, she seemed to be 
more than ordinarily cheerful and glad 
that they had arrived at their destina- 
tion. 

Mrs. Dascomb was 48 years of age. 
It is the bereaved husband's intention 
to have her remains interred here. 


Lost Boy Sent Home. 


Willie Bowen, a runaway or lost boy 
from Santa Monica, was picked up on 
Spring street by Officer Marden yes- 
rerday morning. The lad stated that 
he got on a train at Santa Monica 
Tuesday evening, just for fun, and it 
started before he could get off, so he 
stayed on till it got té Los Angeles. 
He wandered around all night and got 
lost. He had had nothing to eat since 
Tuesday noon and was almost fam- 
ished when sent to the Police Station 
by the officer. The boy said his father 
is a bath-house employé at Santa Mon- 
ica. Yesterday afternoon, after -his 
hunger was appeased, the stray young- 
ster was sent home in care of Deputy 
Constable Mugnemi, who was going to 
the seaside city on legal business.

BODY OF A MURDERED MAN FOUND 
IN THE RIVER. 


Serious Stabbing Affray Grows Out 
of a Billiard-room Quarre!—Se- 
curing a Jury in the Milner 

Marder Case—The Rowell Hotel 
Closed, 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 7.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The body of an unknown man was 
found Wednesday morning on the river >bot- 
tom near the Castilo ranch, West Riverside. 
Charlie Wilbur made the ghastly ‘find, and 
immediately reported the matter to the 
Sheriff. Constable Johnson and a jury left 
in the afternoon to view the remains. 

The victim is reported to be about 35 years 
old. His hair is dark, and he has a dark 
moustache. His hands were tied behind his 


‘back, and he had evidently been dragged for 


some distance. The condition of the body 
indicates that death occurred several days 
ago.. The man had been shot through the 
face with a revolver or rifle. There was 
nothing found in his clothing that furnished 
any clew to his identity. , 

Nobody is reported missing in these parts, 
and the hideous crime is shrouded is mystery.

STABBING AFFRAY. 

Ed Sylvester was stabbed in the back and 
in the left arm by E. E. Pierson, Monday 
night, and lies in the City Receiving Hos- 
pital. Pierson’s whereabouts are unknown. 

The trouble started Monday evening in an 
Eighth-street billiard hall, where were con- 
gregated a party of box-makers and orange- 
pickers. Pierson and a man named Wheeler 
were playing pool, and got into a dispute 
over the game. They finally agreed to go 
to the outskirts of town and fight it out. 
The crowd in the billiard room  accom- 
panied them. 

In the rear of the Santa Fé Depot the com- 
batants lined up for the scrimmage. Both 
men had oratige-clippers, which they laid 
aside. Pierson also took a big clasp knife 
from his trousers and put it with his coat, 
which he had taken off. 

At this juncture, Sylvester, who had 
joined the gang to see the fun, called out 
to Wheeler to whip his man good and hard. 
Pierson then turned on Sylvester, and when 
he begah to get the worst of the fight, he 
ran to his coat, grabbed his knife, and 
returning, plunged it into Sylvester's back, 
between the shoulder blades, and again in 
the left arm. Pierson then started on a run 


and disappeared in the darkness. 


The injured man was carried on a 
stretcher to the City Hospital and Police 
Surgeon Way summoned. If fever does not 
set in he will recover. He is 23 years old 
and a native of New York. Pierson, who is 
a native Californian, is ten years older, and 
is known to be of a very quarrelsome dis- 
position. All the officers in this section have 
nea notified and his early arrest is antici- 
pated.

The Council has amended the hitch- 
ing ordinance so that the only restric- 
tion in future will be a proviso that 
horse and vehicles shall not be allowed 
to stand on the streets for a longer 
period than twenty minutes. 

At the meeting of the Fire Commis- 
sioners yesterday morning, Chief Moore 
presented his report for the year end- 
ing December 

Moore complains of erroneous. assess- 
ments by the City Assessor have been 
addressed to the Council. : 

The grand jury filed aecusations 
against Walter L. Webb and Joseph 
F. Adams yesterday afternoon, charg- 
ing them with malfeasance in office 
while serving upon the Board of Educa- 
tion. The District Attorney was given 
the papers, which will be served upon 
the parties today. Proceedings will be 
commenced at once to oust them from 
office. 

After having been out for two hours 
the jury in the A. E. Davis forgery case 
returned a verdict of guilty at 6 o'clock 
last night. Davis will be called up be- 
fore Judge Smith for sentence on Sat- 
urday next. . 

During his motion for a reduction of 
bail yesterday one of R..A. Bird’s at- 
torneys declared, in Judge Smith’s 
court, that unless Bird was let out of 
jail very soon he would be a candidate 
for the insane asylum.

TWENTY MINUTES LIMIT. 


THE ONLY RESTRIOTION IMPOSED | 


UPON HITCHING IN FUTURE. 
Council Succumbs to the Pressure 
of Dissatisied Merchants—An-« 
nual Report of the Fire Depart- 
ment—More Erroneous Assess- 
ments. 


The City Council met in’special ses- 
sion yesterday morning to consider the 


question of amending or. repeal- 
ingw the hitching ordinance. The 
session proved to be an ex- 


ceedingly brief one. The Council ap- 
proved by unanimous vote and with- 
out debate the’amendatory ordinance 
recommended by the Board of Public 
Works, which permits the hitching of 
horses and vehicles without any re- 
striction except a twenty-minute time 
limit. 

Cc. Cc. Wright, Esq., attorney for the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, addressed the Council briefly, 
saying that it had not been the wish 
of the association at any time to work 
a hardship on any one and that no ob- 
jection. would be raised to any amend- 
ment that might be made. The original 
idea of the association was to make 
some provision for teams kept standing 
in the ordinary transaction of business. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Wright said, there 
could be no quéstion that the Council 
had made an honest effort to give the 
people the best ordinance possible and 
no criticism would be made upon the 
conclusion finally reached. 

Grider then moved the adoption of 
the ordinance reported last Monday by 
the Board of Public Works, and the 
motion was carried by unanimous vote. 

The ordinance amends section 1 of 
the original hitching ordinance passed 
last month so as to make it read as 
follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any person 
to hitch any horse, mule or other ani- 
mal, or leave standing not in the im- 
mediate care of some person any car- 
riage, buggy, wagon, cart or other ve- 
hicle, with or without animals at- 
tached, for a longer period of time than 
twenty minutes upon any public street 
of the city of Los Angeles herein de- 
scribed and set forth, between the 
hours of 7 o’clock a.m. and 6 o’clock 
Dm. said streets being as follows, to- 
wit: 


“Main street from Commercial street 
to Sixth street; Spring street from 
Sixth street to Temple street; Broad- 
way from Sixth street to First street: 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and 
Sixth streets from Main street to 
Broadway; Fourth street from Main 
street to Spring street; Market street 
from Main street to Spring street.” 

The ordinance will take effect as 
soon as it has been duly signed by the 
Meyor and published. 

Chief Glass was instructed to enforce 
a strict observance of the new ordi- 
nance. 


FIRES OF A TWELVEMONTH. 


Chief Moore Presents His Report for 
the Past Year. — 


The annual report of Chief Moore 
was presented to the Fire Commission- 
ers at their meeting yesterday morn- 
ing. The report contained much of 
the information concerning the fire de- 
partment which was embodied in the 
recent published statement of the Fire 
Commissioners upon the subject of the 
fire bonds submitted to vote last Tues- 
day. The needs of the department 
were fully set forth and a full state- 
ment was made as to the present con- 
dition of the engine-houses and the 
apparatus. 

The total number of fires during the 
twelve months ending December 1 was 
210, the total loss amounting to $121,- 
285 


The following resolution adopted by 
the board was incorporated in the re- 
port: 

“Resolved, that all purchases in the 
open market, whenever practicable, be 
made after prices have been named in 
writing by two or more ‘responsible 
persons or firms; that Supple be pur-

that will warrant the observance of 
the foregoing method, and that any 
person or firm shall be allowed to bid 
who has filed in the office of the fire 
department a request to be considered 
in the next succeeding purchase.” 

Commissioner Wells offered an 
amendment to rule 3 as follows: 

“As an incentive to good service and 
discipline and as an important factor 
in increasing the efficiency of the fire 
department through the selection and 
retention of those best qualified to fill 
the positions, all callmen and others 
new to the service Shall be selected by 
competition tests as to fitness, intel- 
lectually, morally and physically, un- 
der regulations adopted by the Board 
of Fire Commissioners; all promotions 
shall be made in order, from the next 
lower grade or grades of the existing 
force, based oy competition tests show- 
ing past efficiency, personal character 
and ability and knowledge in the line 
of duty; and no removal shall be made 
except for cause on written charges 
preferred to and sustained by the 
Board of Commissioners.” 

Action on this amendment was de- 
ferred one week. |, 

The petition of the Berry-Barton 
Company, asking permission to bore 
for oil in the block bounded by Buena 
Vista, Bernard, stelar and College 
streets, was referred to the Chief with 
power to act. 

W. M. Lee’s application for a permit 
to maintain a blacksmith shop at No. 
736 Los Angeles street wag denied, a 
strong protest having been filed by res- 
idents in the vicinity« 

Permission was granted to.the Los 
Angeles Fertilizing Company, the 
recommendation of the Chief, to erect 
and maintain a gasoline engine at the 
river at the foot of Ninth street. 

Chief’ Moore reported that Driver 
Burch had neglected to secure his 
horses while attending a fire on De- 

3. In consequence the team ran 
away. The Chtef believed, however, 
that Burch was not without excuse, 
and he was accordingly let off with a 
slight reprimand. 

Callman Gardner was reported to 
have been negligent in responding to 
alarms, and the Chief was instructed 
to reprimand him. 

W. D. Shearer appeared before the 
board to answer to a similar charge. It 
was said that he failed to respond to 
five alarms during November. Shearer 
asserted, however, that he had been 
present at four of the fires, and merely 
failed to report at the engine-house. 
This explanation was accepted by the 
board. 

Shearer is the man who for the past 


'four months has been enjoying two 


salaries fram the city. Up to Decem- 
ber he was a deputy in the Tax Col- 
lector’s Office, and he has also drawn 
pay as a callman. He now holds the 
latter position. 


DEFEAT OF FIRE BONDS. 


Contemplated Improvements That 
Must Be Abandoned. | 

The defeat of the fire bonds last 
Tuesday renders it impossible to make 
certain much-needed additions to the 
equipment of the fire department, to 
say nothing of the fact that the city 
cannot own hotses. 

The City Auditor’s estimate for the 
expenses of the fire department during 
the current fiscal year was $123,517, 
which included $24,000 for two new fire 
engines and two hose carts. The Coun- 
cil, however, appropriated only $99,517 
for the department, turning re- 
maining $24,000 into the cash fund. The 
many unusual expenses that have been 
incurred and.thaf are now in sight 


| make it certain that.theseash fund will 


not be equal t6 the demands upon it. 
It is safe to assume, therefore, that no 
part of the $24,000 will find its way back 
to the fire department. 

The annexed  districts-will suffer 
most from the defeat of the fire bonds, 
as they are without any adequate pro- 
tection from fire. 


EXCESSIVE ASSESSMENTS. 


Two More Taxpayers Who Have a 
Kick Coming. 

To the long list of blunders made by' 
the City Assessor’s department and re- 
ported to the Council, two mofe in- 
stances were added yesterday. 

Mrs. Rosanna Forthman filed ‘with 
the City Clerk a petition addressed to 
the Council. In it she states that she 
is the owner of property at the south- 
west corner of Sixth and Olive streets. 
Last year the ground was valued by 
‘the Assessor at $3600 and the improve- 
ments were assessed at $8000. This 
year the value of the ground was again 
fixed at $3600, but that ofthe improve- 
ments was raised to $8000. . 

The petitioner asserts that the value 
of the improvements on the premises 
on March 1, when the assessment was 
made, did not exceed $200, the valua- 
tion made last’ year. She _ therefore 
asks the return of $97.50. 

The other case was’ that of Amos 
Raymer, owner of lot 71 in the Kin- 
caid tract... Although there has been 
no change in the improvements, the 
valuation this. year was fixed at $2700, 
or just double the figure fixed last 
year. The Council is therefore asked 
je return to the petitioner the sum of

Suits Begun, Coneluded and Pend. 
ing in the Courts, 


The City Attorney has prepared the 
following summary of his annual re- 
port, presented to the Council on Mon- 
day:

Los Angeles City Water Company et 
al. vs. City—-Two cases of same title, 
involving the right of the City Council 
to fix water rates to be charged by the 
companies. One was brought to test 
the validity of the ordinance of 1896, 
one of the ordinance of 1897. The sec- 
ond casé is at issue and will be tried 
shortly. Both cases are in the Circuit 
Court. 

West Los Angeles Water Company 
vs. City—Suit brought on the game lines 
as that of Crystal Springs vs. City and 
Pomeroy & Hooker vs. City, mentioned 
above. It is now at issue and will 
probably be. tried in the near future. 

City vs. Pomeroy & Hooker—Action 
brought to condemn certain land for 


use as headworks in the proposed water 
system and decided in favor of the city 
in March, 1896. The case is pending 
on appeal in the Supreme Court of the

Dehail vs..City—Suit brought to en- 
join the Street Superintendent from 
selling plaintiff's property for a delin- 
quent street assessment. The case was 
appealed to the Supreme Court and de- 
cided in favor of the city on the 2d of 
this month. 

Smith vs. City—Action for $4000 dam- 
ages alleged to have been caused by 
the grading of Broadway north of 
Temple street. The case is at issue and 
will probably be tried within the next 
few months. 

Harvey vs* City—Action for $2844 
damages alleged to have been caused 
by the grading of Olive street. The 
case was decided in favor of the city. 

Niles vs. City—Action brought to 
determine whether or not a certain 
strip of land between Washington and 
Twenty-first streets, and claimed by 
the city as a portion of Trinity street, 
was private property or a public street, 
as claimed by the city. The Superior 
Court decided that the land was part 
of a public street and plaintiffs have 
appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court. 

‘McKeeby vs. City—Suit brought to 
recover $1000 damages alleged to have 
been caused by the taking of certain 
land for the grading of Hill street. The 
suit was tried and decided in favor of 
the city, but has been appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 

City vs. City Water Company et al.— 


This action was brought to quiet title | 


to the waters of the Los Angeles 
River. It involves all the important 
questions relative to the title to the 
waters of the Los Angeles River. The 
case will be tried on February 23, 1898. 

City vs. Leavés et al.—This case was 
brought to condemn land for Lake 
Shore avenue. The judgment of the 
Superior Court, in favor of the city, 
was affirmed by the Supreme Court De- 
cember 2. 

City vs. Kysor—Action brought to 
quiet title to what is known as Central 

ark, in Vernon. The suit was decided 
in favor of the defendant, the court 
holding that the land was private 
property. The city has appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court. 

City vs. West Los Angeles Water 

Company—Suit similar to the one of 
the City vs. City Water Company. It 
is now at issue and will be tried dur- 
ing the coming year. 
_ Ramish et al. vs. Hartwell (City 
Treasurer)—The suit was brought to 
determine. the method of -procedure in 
the sale of property for delinquent 
payments on street bonds. The suit 
was tried and the treasurer ordered to 
sell the property. It has been appealed 
to the Supreme Court for final deter- 
mination of the point in question.

OUST WEBB AND ADAMS. 


GRAND JURY FILES ACCUSATIONS 
WITH THAT IN VIEW. 


The Two Members of the Board of 
Education Charged With Mal- 
‘feasance in Office—Papers to Be 
Served Today. 


At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
grand jury filed into Judge Smith's 
courtroom and presented two accusa- 
tions—one against Walter L. Webb and 
the other against Joseph L. Adams, 
members of the City Board of Educa- 
tion—of malfeasance in 

Judge Smith ordered that the Dis- 
trict Attorney be given the documents 
for personal service and the jury was 
excused. The whole proceedings in 
court occupied less than five minutes’ 
time. 

The accusations are in the nature of 
civil proceedings to oust Webb and 
Adams from the school board and have 
been brought under section No.-758 of 
the Penal Code, which provides for the 
removal of public servants from office 
upon proof of corruption against the 
persons charged. 

Dist.-Atty. Donnell will make per- 
sonal service of the papers today and 
both Webb and Adams will be called 


before Judge Smith for arraignment 


either today or tomorrow. 

A copy of the accusation filed against 
Walter L. Webb follows: 

“The grand jury of the county of Los 
Angeles, in the name and hy the au- 
thority of the people of the State of 
California, do hereby accuse the said 
Walter L. Webb of wilful and corrupt 
misconduct in office, committed as fol- 
lows: That the said Walter L. Webb 
was, on the jth day of December, 1896, 
at the regular election of the city of 
Los Angeles, county and State afore- 
said, duly elected a member of the 
Board of Education of said city of Los 
Angeles, from and for the Seventh 
Ward of said city, and that the said 
Walter L. Webb thereafter duly quali- 
fied and entered upon his duties as 
such member of such Board of Educa- 
tion, and that he ever since has been, 
particularly during the year 1897, and 
that he is now, a duly elected, quali- 
fied and acting member of said Board 
of Education of the said city of Los 
Angeles, for and from the Seventh 
Ward of said city; and that he is and 


was at all of said times as officer and 


person prohibited by the laws of the 
State of California from being inter- 
ested in contracts made by and with 
said Board of Education, of which said 
Walter L. Webb was then and there a 
member. 

“That at the time and place afore- 
said the said Walter L. Webb wilfully, 
unlawfully and feloniously and cor- 
ruptly became and was interested in a 
certain contract made with the said 
Board of Education of said city by one 
E. E. Cooper, by then and there exact- 
ing and receiving from aeaid E. E. 
Cooper the sum of $60, the said sum of

received by the said Walter L. Webb 
upon the condition and consideration 
that the said E. E. Cooper would be 
awarded the contract and appointment 
for the doing of the janitor work in 
a certain public school in said Los An- 
geles, city, then and there under the 
control of the said Board of Education 
of said Los Angeles city and known as 
the Sentous-street school, for the 
school year ending June 30, 1898; that

THE SEPULVEDA ESTATE. 
A °Wrangle in Progress Before 
Judge Van Dyke. 

Judge Van Dyke is hearing the case 
of H. B. Abila vs. Ramon D. Sepul- 
veda et al., and the matter will prob- 
ably be,in court several days. The 
plaimtiff is administrator of the estate 
of Maria Elizalde de Sepulveda, and 
attempts to, have set aside deeds to 
certain property in San Pedro. 

The property involved is a portion of 
the old Sepulveda estate. April 17, 1891, 
Maria Elizalde de Sepulveda deeded 
over to her son Ramon D. Sepulveda 
a large interest in the Rancho Palos 
Verdes, which was a part of the vast 
estate formerly owned by the Sepul- 
veda family. 

Some time after this conveyance 
Senora Sepulveda died and the admin- 
‘istrator of her estate, H. B. Abila, now 
brings a suit against Roman Sepulveda 
to have this deed set aside on the 
ground that it was obtained through 
fraud. Abila alleges that at the time 
the deed was made out by Senora Sep- 
ulveda she was of unsound mind, and 
that undue influence was brought to 
bear by Ramon. The defense, on the 
contrary, contends that the old lady 
was in good health and perfectly sane. 
Another !mportant point brought out 
in the case is that Senora Sepulveda, 


by the death of her husband, came} 


into a life interest in the whole estate. 
Afterward one of the sons died and she 
came in with her other children for a 
share of the son’s interest in the es- 
tate. Several months later another 
child died and another division was 
made. The questicn now arises, is she 
entitled to the second son's interest in 
the estate plus the interest he inher- 
ited by the death of the first son who 
died? 

One of the attorneys for the defend- 
ants said yesterday that in his opinion 
the proceedings were not brought in 
good faith and that the hope of a fre- 
ward for a withdrawal from the contest 
was, in all probabjlity, an important 
incentive in the proceedings.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL, 


OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
Los Angeles, Dec. 8. 

THE WEST LENDS MONEY. An 
eastern financial paper notes the re- 
markable fact that some westerm 
money has recently been seeking em- 
ployment in eastern business securities. 
This is quite a new departure, and em- 
phasizes the fact that prosperity is 
spreading throughout the western part 
of the country. 


THE SAN FRANCISCO MINT. The 
past year has been a record-breaking 
one at the San Francisco Mint. There 
are two leading features of interest in 
the history of the year relating to the 
mint. One is that since August first, It 
has been swelling the tetal-ceinage of 
the United States with a larger flood 
of gold than in any previous year, and 
the other that, since the same date, the 
mint has been unable to supply the 
greatly incredsed demand for $5-gold 
pieces and small silver which the wave 
of prosperity has brought about in the 
business of the country. The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner says: 

“The gold coined during the calendar 
year to December 1 amounts to $30,000.- 
000, and the coinage for December will 
make the total over $34,000,000. In 1896 
the total gold coinage was $23,920,000. 
Only twice in the history of the mint 
has this year’s record been exceeded 
In 1878 the gold coinage was $35,092,000, 
and in 1879 it was $36,209,500, In only 
one other year, in 1877, was the $30,- 
000,000 mark passed. But this year the 
mint has been in operation but eleven 
months, as compared with twelve 
months in these banner years. Had op- 
erations not been suspended during all 
of July when the settlement of its af- 
fairs and its transfer to the new super- 
intendent, Frank A. Leach, were in 
progress, the gold coinage for the pres- 
ent year would have exceeded that of 
1879. As it is, the record is broken by 
the average monthly rate and by the 
output for September, which was the 
largest of any month in the history of 
the mint, which, since its establishment 
in 1854, has coined more than half the 
total gold coinage of the United States 
in all its history. During the three 
months of August, September and Oc- 
tober the coinage of double eagles alone 
was $14,150,000. For some years the av- 
erage monthly rate of the total coin- 
age has been about $2,000,000 

“It is interesting to know in connec- 
tion with this brilliant record that dur- 
ing those three great years in gold coin- 
age, which were also the banner years 
for silver coinage, the mint operations 
were conducted with two shifts of em- 
ployés, and the capacity of the mint 

' Was thus doubled. Theye are now nearly 
40 per cent. fewer employés than then. 

-“Silver coinage is also going on at a 
rapid rate, and will approach $7,000,000 
for the year. During November 600,000 
silver dollars were coined, and the total 
silver coinage for this month will ap- 
proximate $750,000. All this increase has 
come along with the new prosperity. In 
the four months from August 1 to De- 
cember 1, over $20,000,000 in gold and 
silver has been cracked out by the busy 
coiner, A. T. Spots. In October the 
number of coins struck was 1,264,000. 

“There are two reasons for the phe- 
nomenal output of minted gold the last 
half .of the year. One,is the increase in 
the gold production on _ the Pacific 
Coast, and the other and chief one is 
the heavy imports of gold from Austra- 
lia in payment for the heavy wheat 
shipments, and the general balance of 
trade in our favor. In one month $3,500,- 
000 in English sovereigns was received 
from Australia, and about $10,000,000 
of Her Majesty’s gold coins have gone. 
into Uncle Sam's melting pots on Fifth 
street in the past few months. 

“But with all its activity the mint 
was unable during the busy season of 
fall trade to supply the demand for 
small change throughout all the State. 

-and all the Pacific Coast harvests were. 
large, business was brisk and the call 
for the smaller coins was great. The 
mint felt this demand through the 
United States Subtreasury, through 
banks and through individuals who 
came to the mint with sacks Of double 
eagles to exchange for smaller coins. 
At times there would be quite a line of 
men with these bags of gold at the 
cashier's window. Superintendent Leach 
felt the crowding of the new era of 
prosperity from the moment he took his 
seat in his new office. 

“During August, September, October 
and November there was coined $1,305,- 
000 in five-dollar pieces alone. This was 
much more than double the entire coin- 
age of that denomination during all of 
1896, yet the demand for half-eagles 
was so great that it could not be sup- 

plied, and at one time the rushing 
coiner, who was keping busy all the 
dies of this denomination he had, was 
nearly three weeks behind the orders. 
The demand for these coins has now 
lessened, and there are a few cooling 
at the mint. 

“The demand for half-dollars is still 
more than the mint can supply. During 
the three months from August 1 the 
coinage of this denomination was $257.- 
000. They are still being coined rapidly, 
and go out as fast as they are made— 
mainly to the Sub-treasury. During 1896 
the coinage of 10-cent pieces was $89,- 
790. During the three months mentioned 
it was $70,000, or 700,000 pieces, and 
the public wanted more. The tale of the 
quarters is a similar one. 

‘The total amount Of silver coin given 
out at the mint in exchange for gold 
during the four months succeeding Au- 
gust 1 was $500,000, which is ordinarily 
the exchange for a year, according to 
Superintendent Leach, who sees therein 
another evidence ofthe greater pros- 
perity that has come with the waning 
of the year.” 

COMMERCIAL. 

FRAUDULENT ADVERTISING. 
‘Any one who travels through the coum- 
try and keeps an observant eye vpon 
trade conditions cannot fail to have 
noted in the advertisements of some of 


the big department stores and - other | = 


retail establishments, which make a 
practice of cutting prices, statements 
in regard to quality and value which 
are so evidently false that it is a won- 
der they deceive anybody. Comment- 
ing upon this practice, which is not 
altogether unknown in Los Angeles, 
the St. Pau! Trade Journal says: 
“This class of ‘competition’ could be 
very easily lessened, were the courts 
a@ppealed to as they should be, and it 
were made impossible for an appar- 
ently respectable firm to. make ‘fraud- 
ulent representations’ through the pub- 
lic press. They manage these things 
- better in Europe and even in England, 
“where sharp prosecutions arid heavy 
fines soon teach the dealer that mA 
must sell in accordance with the law, 
or not at all. 
“A more common, but scarcely less 
fraudulent device, is the advertising of 
goods at a very low rate, and confin- 
ing the offerings to a very few articles 
or @ very Sparse quantity. Another is 
the advertising of ‘manufacturers’ 
‘odds and ends of our dress- 
partment’ and the like, when 
he noe of the ‘ends’ are torn or scis- 
‘sored off whole pieces of goods for this\ 
very sale, and then are often priced 
higher than when in the piece. ‘I 
would rather see my brother in his 
grave than brought up in the business 
of that firm,’ said a Twin City profes- 
sional man of his younger brother. 
‘How can he be honest, manly and re- 
liable with such a training as that” 
“These considerations may seem to 
some of our readers quixotic, sentimen- 
tal and unbusinesslike, but the ex- 
perience of the world is that no man 
can induce or allow his employés to de- 
ve and mislead without being pretty 


calf, 15%: 


ciitain to suffer in his turn from the 
sonesty or false standard of busi- 
n which he has taught them. To 


those who try to be honest, industrious 
and successful In a small way, these 
should suggest the idea that they are 
no more warranted in losing buSiness 
through fraudulent representations 
than in submitting to direct robbery or 
injury of any kind. 

“These methods, and such as these, 
have swindled millions of confiding 
people, financially ruined thousands of 
honest competitors, and sown broadcast 
a laxness of principle and a cynical 
contempt for purity of character and 
purpose, whose expression and results 
permeates society like a poisonous 
fountain, sapping the sincerity of 
Christian profession, the nobler . pur- 
poses and high hopes of youth, and the 
veneration and respect which should 
accompany the advanced years of a 
life just and charitable: toward men 
and at peace with God.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

AN ARBITRATION MOVEMENT. 
A movement has been started by the 
more intelligent weavers in the silk 
mills of Paterson N. J., to form a 
board of arbitration, composed of.em- 
ployers and employés. By this means 
many of the meaningless strikes de- 
clared with such frequency by opera- 
tives in this industry will, it is ex- 
pected, be rendered unlikely. 


A LEGAL DECISION. In the case 
of the town of Hinckley vs. the Kettle 
River Railroad Company, the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota held that where a 
municiaplity issues its bonds to aid in 
the construction of a railroad the 
maintenance and operation of the road 
duving the life of the railroad com- 
pany as fixed by its charter or ariicles 
of incorporuation, is by clear impiica- 
‘tion either the condition of or the con- 
sideration of the grant of aid, and that 
if during that time the company 
atundons the operation of its road nnd 
tears up and removes its tracks, the 
muricipality granting the aid has a 
cause of action against it on common 
law principles.

‘ARNOLD NOT A SMUGGLER. 

E. O. Arnold, a young man who was ar- 
rested here by Detective Gooaman on Tues- 
day night and taken to Los Angeles, charged 
with smuggling goods from Mexico, was re- 
leased after being detained over night and 
arrived in Pasadena today. He tells a very 
different story from that of the detective who 
arres‘od him.

Arnold waited 
three days, and, as Laing did not put in 
an appearance, he continued on to El Paso 
as by agreement, and there waited three 
weeks for Laing, who, he presumed had 
gone into the mountains. Arnold then jour- 
neyed home, arriving Saturday night, only 
to be arrested yesterday evening. Laing vis- 
ited the express office in El Paso, asked for 
his valise and proved his identity. The ex- 
press company fearing suit for the Value of 
the valise and contents and an attempt to de- 
frend, placed the matter in the hands of the 
police. 

Arnold met Laing and his mothe 
morning and explained the matter as 
they signed papers holding the Wells, Fargo 
express harmless. The express company im- 
mediately withdrew suit. Mr. Arnold Says 
there was no-charge of smuggling as the 
revenue officers examined both his trunk and 
the valise in El Paso, and that the whole 
affair was a misunderstanding easily recti- 
fied when the principals met.

The reliability of the figures’ on celery pub- 
lished in the Orange county correspondence 
of last Sunday’s Times having been ques- 
tioned, the article has been sbwwn to several 
men engaged in growing celery, and _ the 
statements that follow were jobtained from 
them.

The planting of pecir land lowers 
the average profit per acre. 4 -irdinary celery 
land will produce from $250 ta ‘$300 per acre.

COUNTY HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 

County Health Officer Rene, in his monthiy 
report, handed in to the Board of Supervisors 
Tuesday, says that the sanitary condition of 
the county has not been as good during No- 
vember and October as it was during the 
previous months. The epidemic of diphiheria, 
or an aggravated form of tonsilitis, that made 
its appearance in October, is abating. Di.- 
eases among cattle have been reported from 
several sections of the county, and demand 
attention. 

The most pressing trouble, Dr. Rene says, 
has been the Chino Creek dispute betw.en 
the factory people and the settlers. The fac- 
tory people insist upon using the wat:r for 
irrigating the thousands of acres of land that 
border on and are traversed by Chino Creek. 
The incline of this land is considerable, and 
the natural drainage is toward the creek, and, 
although the factory people seldom allow the 
water to enter .the creek in a stream above 
ground, they will irrigate up to within a few 
feet of the creek, and it is claimed that much 
of this water passes by subterranean drain- 
age directly to the .creek. Dr. Rene helds 
that the evil can be remedicd only by divert- 
ing the water away from the lands southwest 
of Chino, the lands along the creek, and: pip- 
ing water to some distant part of the ranch. 
The grand jury has taken the matter up. 

MATTERS MUNICIPAL. 

The Board of City Trustees met in regular 

session Tuesday evening.

During the month the 
Recorder tried ninety-nine cases, which netted 
fines to the amount of $291.

Packer claims to have worked a suffic’ert 
number of days to entitie him to a total of 

08 salary, of which he has received only 

.9%. Richard McArdle is another laborer 
who claims to be in a like predicament. He 
worked, he says, 28 many days as Packer 
and was also paid $4.95. To simplify matters. 
McArdle transferred his claims to Packer. and 
Packer sues for the whole amount of $206.10, 
alleged to be due him and McArdle, together 
with the costs of suit, including $4 for veri- 
fying and recording liens, and $100 for at- 
torneys’ fees.

Board—Convention. 
POMONA, Dec. 8.—{Regular Correspond- 

ence.]. The regular meeting of the Board of 

Education Tuesday evening proved as lively 

as was anticipated. A few days ago the 

long-deferred complaint against Prof. Gut- 
tery for whipping Guy Rush, one of the 
pupils of the High School, was filed with 

President F. K. Adams, a copy being served 

on Prof. Guttery at the same time. At the 

request ‘the complainant, President 

Adams, without consulting the other mem- 

bers of the board, summoned a large nuin- 

ber of witnesses, who were present to testify 
in the case, but he had not notified . Prof. 

Guttery that the complaint would be’ heard 

and the latter had no knowledge of the sum- 

moning of witnesses against him except as 
he heard of the matter on the streets. Act- 
ing on the street rumors of the witnesses 
having been summoned, Secretary Bishop 
came to the meeting with a cut-and-dried 
plan for defending the interests of the su- 
perintendent, where he was met by the cut- 
and-dried plan of the president cf the board 
against the superintendent. The other three 
members of the board had not been taken

bickering. .A resolution introduced criticising 
President Adams for taking summary - 
tion on a matter which had not been laid 
before the board led to a disclaimer of any 
intention to exceed his authority or do an 
act of injustice to the superintendent, and 
the resolution was withdrawn.

BERS TO SAN DIEGO BAY.

The Corwin Returns ~ Condemned 
Ordnance—Salvation Army Will 
Feed the Poor—Drop in the 

Lemon Market—Smoked Her- 
rings—Old Peoples’ Home. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 8.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Fishermen were delighted here yes- 
terday to notice that mullet had apparently 
taken possession of the bay. 

Heretofore this variety of fish has been al- 
most unknown here; but they were plentiful 
a little farther down the bay. The fish do 
not take bait, or at least they would not 
yesterday at the wharves where they were 
so thick that the water was clouded with 
them. Much sport was had, however, in 
spearing them. 

Fishermen claim that the mullet are now 
on a trip of inspection of the bay, and if 
they find it to their liking, they will soon be 
here in countless thousands. If they go up 
the bay to the mouth of the Otay thev can 
find fresh-water ground for spawning, in 
which event San Diego Bay will, in ail prob- 
ability, become the home of the mullet. It 
is a fish that multiplies very rapidly. 

THB CORWIN RETURNS.

Questions of Law.

“Park” presents a novel and very in-~ 


teresting question, stated as follows: 
“It is a general custom at Riverside 
fer orchardists to plant, water and 
cultivate trees on the line of the side- 
walk, which is usually ten feet from 
athe property line. In many cases 
fruit, nut and olive trees have been 
grown and are in bearing. Are the 
trees and crops they bear the property 
of the city, or of the grower?” This 
question has never been decided, and 
until the Supreme Court passes upon 
it an opinion upon the subject, might 
well be held on either side. The set- 
ting out of the trees would, in all prob- 
ability, be held to be a dedication of 
them to public use, and they would 
become a part of the eminent domain. 
The crops, however, after their sep- 
aration from the trees would be per- 
sonal property, and a very delicate 
question of law would arise from that 
fact. The custom itself would prob- 
ably govern this as showing the inten- 
tion, but as these crops are likely at 
some future day, if not now, to be 
quite valuable, it would be well for 
there to be some local legislation upon 
the subject by the City Council, 


A. H. 8.—The owner of a lot twenty- 
five feet wide erected a two-story 
-brick building on his lot, which is 
designated as lot No. 1, lot No. 2 being 
at that time vacant. Instead of build- 


_ing a party wall only twenty-two feet 


of the lot was covered by the build- 
ing, and a four-foot stairway erected 
at the side, extending two feet upon 
Jot No. 2. The owner of lot No. 2. de- 
siring to. build, notified the ow ner of 
lot No. 1 to cut off one foot of the 
stairs, so as to bring it to the division 
line. This not being done at once, the 
owner of lot No. 2 cut off eighteen 
inches of the stairs, and built 
huilding over six inches onto lot No. 

The correspondent wants to know 
if the owner of lot No. 2 had the right 
to so erect the building as to cover 
six inches of lot No. 1, and, if not, 
what the remedy is. 

In case of a party well, the builder 
has a right to place it one-half upon 
his land, and the half upon the land 
adjoining his. In this instance, where 
the building had already been erected 
on lot No. 1, and no party wall was 
therefore necessary, or desirable, the 
owner of lot No. 2 did ndt have a 
right to encroach upon lot No. 1. It 
appears, however, that the owner of 
lot No. 1 was notified and knew that 
the building was to be erected on lot 
No. 2, and that the Stairway was to 
be cut down. Unless there are other 
facts than appear in the letter, he is 
now estopped from claiming damages 
by reason of his silence at the time 
of the construction of the wall. He 
should have onpetet before the wall 


Was built.

Re- 
cently a railroad company fenced in 
its right-of-way, which was formerly 
used as @ wagon road to the first pub- 
lic crossing, which renders the farm 
entirely inaccessible. A private right- 
of-way overland is an easement, and 
an interest in the land, which may 
be acquired by prescription. This re- 
quires five years’ user. The railroad 
company not only had a right, but it 
was its duty, to fence in its right-of- 
way, but it had no right to interfere 
With the correspondent’s easement. If 
the right-of-way could be fenced in so 
as to leave a private way outside of 
the fence, this should have been done. 
If not, gates must be provided by the 
railroad company, by which the corre- 
epondent can have access to his farm. 


A. H. L. asks what the. difference 
is between a deed and an escrow. A 
deed differs frdm an escrow in one par- 
ticular only, and that is in its de- 
Iviery.: To make the deed an escrow 
the parties must have bargained and 
sold and performed every act neces- 
Sary to constitute a complete contract, 


and the deed must then be deposited 


with a third person, to be by him de- 
livered to the grantee upon the © per- 
formance by. him of some conditions. 


H. K. L. executed a deed to a party 
who asked to be allowed to take the 
instrument to a lawyer for the purpose 
of having its sufficiency passed upon. 
Instead of doing this or paying the 
purchase money, he recorded the deed 
and sold the property. No title 
passed by a deed obtained in this way, 
even though it was genuine, and was 
entirely complete except the delivery. 
A deed does not pass title unti! its 
delivery, and, if its possession is se- 
cured by the grantee through fraud, 
the fraud vitiates the delivery. 


E. C. B. is the owner of property 
within the fire limits of a large city. 
Near his property, also within the fire 
limits, stood, until a month ago, a 
frame building. This had been the 
subject of considerable complaint, and 
had been condemned and ordered torn 
down by the building inspector several 
times, but that official had never torn 
it down, as._he was authorized by city 
ordinance to do. The frame structure 
took fire, and was burned to. the 
ground, together with several other 
buildings, two of which belonged to 
the correspondent. The fire marshal or- 
dered several structures torn down at 
the time of the fire, for the purpose of 
preventing the further spread of the 
conflagration. The correspondent states 
that one of his buildings thus torn 
down was so situated that it could not 
have burned, and was not a menace 
to other property, and asks if.its de- 
struction does not entitle him to dam- 
ages, as the taking of Bd ay property 
He is not entitled 


to damages upon this ground, as a 
building standing in the way of a fire 
and endangering other property, con- 
stitutes a nuisance, of a character that 
can be summarily abated, and the city 
is not answerable in damages for the 
mistake in judgment of a fire marshal. 
He can, however, recover damages 
from the city for not only the building 
torn down, but for those. burned on 
the ground of negligence in allowing 
the unsafe,structure to stand within 
the fire li s contrary to law, after 
its dangerous character was known to 
the city officials. A city is liable for 
damages caused by fire on account of 
negligence in not tearing down such a 
building upon the same principle that 
it is liable for damages caused by an 
unsafe sidewalk. 


J. L. T. invested several thousand 
dollars. in town lots in a place that 
was supposed would become a city, but 
which, at the present time, has no 
inhébitants and no prospects of ever 
having any. The _ circulars of the 
company and advertisements of the 
town site depicted its advantages in 
very glowing colors, and stated that 
the ‘place will undoubtedly have 100,- 
mC inhabitants within ten years of the 
date of the circulars. The ten years 
have expired, and there are no _ in- 
habitants. Among the representations 
are some to the effect that contracts 
had already been made at that time 
for the erection of manufacturing ¢s- 
tablishments that would necessarily 
give employment to a very large num- 
ber of men. The directors of the 
company, who are solvent, allowed 
their names to be printed as signa- 
tures to this advertising matter. They 
have held meetings annually upto 
within the past year, and constantly 
assured the purchasers of lots’ that 
the agreements would be carried out. 
The correspondent has a good cause of 
action against these solvent directors 
personally for the recovery of the 
money he invested, and his claim is 
not barred by the statute of limita- 
tions, A mere recital of advantages of 
location, no matter how graphically 
depicted or prophesies for the future, 
will not give a cause of action. But 
wherever material allegations of fact 
are made in the advertising matter of 
a boom town, such as that contracts 
have been entered into for the erec- 
tion of manufacturing establishments, 
or the building of railroads, which 
would necessarily enhance the value of 
property, a just claim for damages 
may be made if these statements of 
fact are not true, or the promises 
made by the company are not carried 
out. The cause of action does not 
accrue in such cases until after the 
company has had a reasonable’ time 
within which to perform their agree- 
ment, and the repetition of the induce- 
ments made in the first place to induce 
the investments, will keep this case out 
of the ban of the statutes. 


E. R. P.—Where a man deposits 
money with another man to be loaned 
out from time to time, the interest to 
be collected and principal and interest 
held until called for by the owner of 
the funds, there is a continuous trust, 
and if the ty in whose hands the | 
money is placed, uses it for his 
purposes, he will be held to be a 
rower on the terms he could have se- 
cured from others, 


T. L. B. has the enmity of a man 
who was the intimate friend of the 
correspondent’s father, who is now de- 
nt of this enmity 
man 60 WwW upon the mind 
of the decedent in his lifetime, that 
he refused to remember his son in his 
will. The party making the repre- 
setitations to the father, dictated the 
will was not himself a legatee, his sole 
purpose being to prevent the son shar- 
ing in his father’s estate. If undue in- 
fluence is proved, the will can be set 
aside, the person using such influence 
not being a beneficiary under the in- 


strument does not change the rule as 3 


to undue influence, 
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
